Funny femme 

Suzanne Westenhoefer’s 
‘Tour de Femme / 

see Arts section 




Toledo 

quits 

NGLTF

: fter just under a year on the job, 

IB Elizabeth Toledo announced 
U that she is stepping down as ex- 
I tt ecutive director of the National 
Gay and Lesbian Task Force. 

The news re¬ 



appointment. The more recent state¬ 
ment said she “is resigning her posi¬ 
tion effective May 18.” 

In the letter of resignation distrib¬ 
uted to staff and released to the pub¬ 
lic, Toledo, 39, tied her departure to 
family matters, primarily her moth¬ 
er’s illness. She cited the need for a less 
demanding travel schedule that re¬ 
quired much time away from family, 
including her partner, Cindy, and 
Toledo’s two young children, ages 5 
and 4, from a previous marriage. 

Jerry Clark, co-chair of the NGLTF 
board of directors, praised Toledo for 
her work. He said it was ironic that 
her strong family ties, one of the qual¬ 
ities that made Toledo such an attrac¬ 
tive hire, also were what led her to 
step down. 

The task force will not name an in¬ 
terim executive director, “for the time 
being at least,” said Clark, but will rely 
on the senior management team 
chaired by political director Tim 
McFeeley. 

Clark said they have already begun 
the search process, relying primarily 
upon the pool of candidates that they 
interviewed a year ago when Toledo 
was hired. Phone calls over the last 
few days have established that at least 
some of those candidates remain in¬ 
terested in and available for the posi¬ 
tion with NGLTF. 

Clark hopes that the process can 
be concluded “in terms of weeks, not 
months,” though he realizes that it 
may take longer. 

Many people had been surprised by 
the selection of Toledo to lead NGLTF. 
She was a vice president of the Nation¬ 
al Organization for Women, but had 
no experience working in a gay and 
lesbian organization. In fact, she had 
come out as a lesbian less than a year 
prior to being hired by the task force.

Pride grand marshals named

T he numbers are in, and the people who 
voted have spoken. This year’s individ¬ 
ual grand marshal honors for the San 
Francisco LGBT Pride Parade will be di¬ 
vided among five community leaders: As¬ 
semblywoman Carole Migden (D-San Fran¬ 
cisco), activist Duane Cramer, Supervisor 
Mark Leno, sexologist Dr. Carol Queen, and 
philanthropist and darling of the leather 
community “Mama” Sandy Reinhardt. 


The top five celebrity grand marshal win¬ 
ners are Sharon Stone, Elizabeth Taylor, 
Hillary Rodham Clinton, Bill Clinton, and 
Nell Carter. And winning the honor of orga¬ 
nization grand marshal are those round 
young virgins, the Sisters of Perpetual Indul¬ 
gence. 

A record 2,486 people cast their ballots in 
this year’s grand marshal election, according 
to the Pride Committee, and the decision to 
bestow numerous titles was made because the 
top five vote-getters received over 50 percent 
of the votes between them. 


“It was clear that the community had 
voted for diversity,” according to Teddy With - 
erington, executive director of Pride. “Re¬ 
specting that diversity and wishing to ensure 
that the majority of the votes were counted, 
the board was happy to confirm the choice of 
the people.” 

Migden, the nominee with the most votes, 
has championed many LGBT issues through 
the state Legislature and has most recently in¬ 
troduced expanded domestic partnership 
rights that would, among other things, allow

C ount Supervisor Tony Hall out when it 
comes to voting for transgender health 
benefits for city employees, the District 
7 representative made clear at the 
Board of Supervisors meeting on Monday, 
April 23. 

The groundbreaking plan to cover sexual 
reassignment of city employees who are 
transgender and seeking psychotherapy, hor¬ 
mones, and surgery was pushed through ap¬ 
propriate channels by Supervisor Mark Leno, 
winning support from the city’s Health Ser¬ 
vice Board in Feb¬ 
ruary and unani¬ 
mous approval 
from the board’s Fi¬ 
nance Committee 
last week. 

Although the 
benefits were 
scheduled for a vote 
before the full 
board on Monday, 
that vote was de¬ 
layed when it be¬ 
came clear that 
Hall’s opposition 
would prevent the bill from garnering the 
nine votes needed for passage. Supervisors 
Tom Ammiano and Gavin Newsom, both be¬ 
lieved to be supporters of the bill, were ab¬ 
sent from the meeting. The vote has been re¬ 
scheduled for this Monday, April 30, and ad¬ 
vocates are putting the word out that sup¬ 
porters need to pack the house. 

Penis enlargement 

Residents of Hall’s district - apparently 
upset by the fact that their cosmetic surgeries 
would not be covered by city health benefits 
- dispatched numerous phone calls and e- 
mails to his office, he told the crowd at Mon¬ 
day’s meeting. 

“There are many other groups of individ¬ 


uals who feel great discomfort and suffer 
mental anguish because something about 
their persona is not to their liking,” Hall said, 
comparing transgender health benefits to 
procedures like elective nose jobs. “It is my 
duty to vote in accordance with the will of the 
people,” he said in reference to the sentiment 


reportedly expressed by his constituents. 

Hall’s opposition came as a surprise to 
most in attendance, because he previously 
voted to support a resolution commending 
the city’s Health Service Board for approving 
the addition of sex change benefits for work-

Davis names gay man to bench

C harles F. “Chuck” 

Haines, a veteran pros¬ 
ecutor with the San 
Francisco District Attor¬ 
ney’s office, was appointed 
as a judge to the San Fran¬ 
cisco Superior Court by 
Governor Gray Davis, it 
was announced Monday, 

April 23. 

Haines, 51, is openly gay 
and has worked as an assis¬ 
tant district attorney since 
1981. A statement released by Davis’s of¬ 
fice said that during his 20 years in the dis¬ 
trict attorney’s office, Haines has prose¬ 
cuted “virtually every type of criminal of¬ 
fense, ranging from drunk driving to rob¬ 
bery, hate crimes, rape, and murder.” Cur¬ 
rently, Haines heads the welfare fraud di¬ 
vision, where he manages a staff of attor¬ 
neys and investigators responsible for the 
investigation and prosecution of welfare 
and food stamp fraud. 

District Attorney Terence Hallinan was 
described as “delighted” over Haines’s ap¬ 
pointment. “I believe the governor has 
made a brilliant choice in appointing 
Chuck Haines to the Superior Court 
bench,” Hallinan said in a statement re¬ 



leased late Monday. “Chuck 
is a career prosecutor 
whose fairness and com¬ 
passion are respected by 
everyone in the Hall of Jus¬ 
tice.” 

Haines was on vacation 
and unavailable for com¬ 
ment. He reportedly heard 
about his judicial appoint¬ 
ment while checking his 
messages. 

Previously, Haines ran 
the general litigation divi¬ 
sion and the hate crimes 
unit of the district attor¬ 
ney’s office. He is known for his work in 
combating hate crimes, and in 1998 he 
participated in the President’s White 
House Conference on Hate Crimes. 
Haines is a member of the Bar Association 
of San Francisco and Bay Area Lawyers for 
Individual Freedom. He is also the presi¬ 
dent of the Coming Home organization. 

Before joining the district attorney’s of¬ 
fice, Haines was in private practice in San 
Francisco from 1978-1981. He earned a 
bachelor of arts degree from Villanova 
University and a law degree from Tulane 
University School of Law. He will receive 
a salary of $133,051. Haines fills the va¬ 
cancy created by the retirement of Judge 
William Cahill. T

Batt, who has served as presi¬ 
dent since 1998, said his first pri¬ 
ority is opening the new commu¬ 
nity meeting room that was rent¬ 
ed and donated by the soon-to-be 
Pottery Barn. 


“We just got it painted and 
carpeted, and I’m hoping to get it 
open and operating very soon,” 
said Batt. 

The community room, at 501 
Castro Street, was part of a deal 
brokered with Pottery Barn when 
the store first expressed interest in 
moving to the neighborhood. The 
room will provide free meeting 
space to various nonprofits in 
need. The store itself is tentatively 
scheduled to open next month. 

Also on Batt’s agenda is tack¬ 
ling the energy crisis as it affects 
the cost of business: guest speak¬ 
ers from the Pacific Energy Center 
and Kill-a-Watt Energy Manage¬ 
ment will address the next 
MUMC meeting on May 3.

Fete to mark LGBT victories in Berkeley

B erkeley is marking a series of 
municipal legislative victories 
this year for the LGBT com¬ 
munity with a May Day celebration. 

The gathering will be held from 
5 to 7 p.m., this Tuesday, May 1, at 
2180 Milvia Street, 6th floor. The 
reception features food “from the 
four corners of the world.” 

Berkeley City Council member 
Kriss Worthington, who has 
pressed for legislation on gay is¬ 


sues, said the event would mark a 
series of legislative victories passed 
by the council and other events 
that take place in the community. 

These include LGBT sensitivity 
training for all 326 members of 
the city’s Police Department, from 
chief to civilian, making Berkeley 
the “first city in the world” to re¬ 
quire such training of all its em¬ 
ployees, said Worthington. 

Also being recognized is the es¬ 
tablishment and hiring of an 
LGBT liaison within the Police 
Department; the passage of the 


equal benefits ordinance; the third 
annual LGBT Labor Day brunch; 
the designation of June as Lesbian 
Gay Pride Month, which includes 
flying a rainbow flag at City Hall; 
a National Coming Out Day 
proclamation and program; and 
increased representation of LGBT 
people on the city’s boards and 
commissions. 

“We are almost everywhere,” 
joked Worthington.

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Hearing next month 
on HIV reporting rules

C alifornia’s Department of 
Health Services is soliciting 
public comment and will 
hold a hearing in Sacramento next 
month on proposed regulations 
for the reporting of persons with 
HIV infection using a non-name 
code. 

The new regulations call for re¬ 
porting of HIV cases to the state. 
Currently only AIDS cases are re¬ 
quired to be reported, and those 
must be reported by the patient’s 
name. 

HIV reporting is mandatory in 
47 other states but has thus far 
been precluded in California un¬ 
less there is an AIDS diagnosis. 

Announcement of the hearing 
and comment period comes amid 
concerns from HIV counselors at 
some Bay Area clinics about how 
effectively clients’ privacy will be 
protected, especially if they test 
positive for HIV. 

The regulations can be seen 
online at www.dhs.ca.gov/aids/. 

The hearing is set for 10 a.m., 
Wednesday, May 16 in the audito¬ 
rium at 714 P Street, Sacramento. 
Public comments can be made at 
the meeting. 

The broader public comment 
period on the proposed rules 
began last month and ends at 5 
p.m. on Monday, May 21. Com¬ 
ments can be submitted in writing 
to the Office of Regulations, De¬ 
partment of Health Services, 714 


P Street, Room 1000, P.O. Box

Locally, questions on the regu¬ 
lations or how they may affect ac¬ 
tions by the San Francisco De¬ 
partment of Public Health can go 
to Dr. Sandy Schwarcz, director of 
AIDS Surveillance, at (415) 554- 
9000. 

San Francisco DPH counseling 
and data testing forms currently 
being used by HIV clinics in the 
city use a coded identifier includ¬ 
ing letters from clients’ surnames 
and last letter of mothers’ maiden 
names. They also request infor¬ 
mation on race, gender, and sexu¬ 
al orientation and behavior. 

Under the proposed statewide 
regulations a “non-name code” 
combination of letters and num¬ 
bers will be used to protect clients’ 


privacy, said Vanessa Baird, assis¬ 
tant chief at the state’s Office of 
AIDS in Sacramento. 

“Anonymous testing is not part 
of this system,” Baird told the Bay 
Area Reporter on Tuesday, April 
24. “The CDC guidelines encour¬ 
age states to maintain anonymous 
testing sites as an option to clients. 
We have the same philosophy, 
with no intention of removing 
anonymous testing sites. They’re 
of the utmost importance for peo¬ 
ple who may be at risk.” 

The new rules, she said, apply 
to confidential sites, at which per¬ 
sonal data is collected and coded. 

“All state and local staff” who 
handle HIV surveys and report¬ 
ing, Baird said, “are trained on 
current laws. The training makes 
it very clear that people are to be 
protected against inappropriate 
disclosure of HIV results. They 
know that the law protects clients, 
and that there are penalties for vi¬ 
olation.” 

But an HIV counselor at the 
Haight Ashbury Free Medical 
Clinic expressed skepticism. “The 
problem,” said the counselor, who 
declined to be identified, “is that 
the new unique identifier codes 
[of the proposed regulations] ask 
for additional data which make it 
really, really easy to find out the 
person’s name if you want to.” 

At the Berkeley Free Clinic, 
which has officially resisted the 
shrinking of anonymous testing, 
risk assessment forms are avail¬ 
able, but they are not used. ▼

Arraignment postponed for third 
time in fatal dog mauling case

T he third time was not the 
charm for prosecutors eager 
to get started with the trial 
of Marjorie Knoller and Robert 
Noel, the caretakers of the dogs 
involved in the fatal January 26 at¬ 
tack on Diane Whipple. 

The attorney couple appeared 
in court for their arraignment on 
Wednesday, April 25, but for the 
third time, the arraignment was 
postponed. The new date is May 9. 

Over the objection of prosecu¬ 
tors, Deputy Public Defender Jan 
Lecklikner was granted a request 
for more time to work on the case 
and for more time for Noel and 
Knoller to seek private attorneys. 

“I am working 24-7 on this 
case,” said Lecklikner. “No time is 
being wasted for this arraignment.” 
District Attorney Terence Hal- 


linan said he was frustrated over 
the defense’s continued requests 
for delays. 

“The state has the right to a 
speedy trial, too,” he argued. 

Outside court, Hallinan reiter¬ 
ated his concerns over the delays 
and said he would not object to an 
expected change of venue motion. 
Hallinan said he was concerned 
that if the case were tried in San 
Francisco over the defense’s objec¬ 
tions, it could give the defense an 
avenue for appeal. 

The court was full of support¬ 
ers of Whipple, including her 
partner, Sharon Smith, and at least 
seven members of the St. Mary’s 
lacrosse team that Whipple 
coached. The players wore their 
team uniforms and navy blue rib¬ 
bons in Whipple’s memory. 

Smith left the courtroom for a 
meeting with prosecutors without 
talking to reporters, but one of her

attorneys, Kate Kendell, echoed 
prosecutors’ concerns over the 
continued delays in the case. 
Kendell added that in her capaci¬ 
ty as the executive director of the 
National Center for Lesbian 
Rights, she hears concerns about 
the case wherever she travels. 

“What’s clear to me is that for 
lesbian and gay individuals and 
couples in this country, this case 
strikes a very deep chord,” Kendell 
said. “Not only is the magnitude of 
the tragedy so significant but the 
fact that Sharon’s relationship is 
made invisible under California law. 
The civil side of what we’re doing is 
to rectify that wrong. Obviously, we 
want the criminal charges to pro¬ 
ceed. We want criminal liability to 
be found but we also want Califor¬ 
nia law to honor and recognize 
Sharon and Diane’s relationship for 
what it was, a marriage.” 

Kendell, along with her co¬ 
counsel, Michael Cardoza, are 
proceeding with a civil wrongful 
death lawsuit against Noel and 
Knoller on behalf of Smith. The 
couple also faces a lawsuit from 
Whipple’s mother, Pamela Whip- 
ple-Kelly. If Smith wins her case, 
it would be a legal first. Currently 
state law only allows married cou¬ 
ples and family members the right 
to sue for wrongful death. 

Since their indictment on 
March 27, Noel and Knoller remain 
in jail on a combined bail of $3 mil¬ 
lion. Knoller is being charged with 
second-degree murder, Noel with 
involuntary manslaughter. Both are 
also charged with keeping a mis¬ 
chievous animal that killed a 
human being. ▼

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Hall belts out a sour tune 


P art-time crooner and San Francisco 
Supervisor Tony Hall surprised many 
on Monday when he came out swing¬ 
ing against a proposed change in the bene¬ 
fits package for city employees that would 
add coverage for transgender workers - in¬ 
cluding hormone therapy, psychotherapy, 
and surgery. Supervisor Mark Leno, who 
has spearheaded the changes in the city’s 
benefits package, was caught off guard be¬ 
cause earlier this year Hall had voted for a 
resolution commending the Health Service 
Board for voting in February to add the 
benefits for transgenders to the package. At 
the time, ir seemed Hall was supportive of 
the benefits change; now his constituents’ 
expressed opposition to the plan - report¬ 
edly through phone calls and e-mails - has 
resulted in Hall’s apparent flip-flop at Mon¬ 
day’s board meeting. 

As a result of Hall’s sudden switch, the 
matter was delayed for one week when the 
full board is expected to be in attendance. 
(Because of the absences of Supervisors Tom 
Ammiano and Gavin Newsom, Leno did not 
have the nine votes required for passage once 
Hall let it be known he opposed the plan.) 

It was Hall’s uninformed comments 
about transgenders, however, that surprised' 
us. While District 7, which Hall represents, 
is hardly one of the most liberal in San 
Francisco, Hall does not appear to be mak¬ 
ing an effort to educate his constituents or 
himself about the need for transgender city 
workers to be entitled to the same health 
benefits as other employees. 

In fact, Hall is under the mistaken im¬ 
pression that gender identity is on the same 
level as what he called “personal appearance 
dysphoria,” and equated gender reassign¬ 
ment surgery with elective procedures. 

Leno called Hall’s argument faulty, and 
noted that sex change procedures would not 
be elective but based on medical need. And 
as transgender people are well aware, the 


process is neither easy, nor quick and often 
involves years of therapy. Once a medical 
need is determined, transgenders 
often face economic barriers to 
completing surgery - if that is 
their choice - because they can’t , 
afford it. Leno’s plan, which some 
trans activists say doesn’t go far 
enough, includes a $50,000 cap on 
benefits in a person’s lifetime, and is 
available only after a one-year waiting 
period. 

Some opponents argue that 
if the board approves the 
change, transgenders will come 
flocking to San Francisco to take advantage 
of the benefits. They seem to .forget that the 
proposal only affects city employees; and at 
last count there were only about 12 trans¬ 


gender-identified city workers out of a mu¬ 
nicipal workforce of 27,000. That prompted 
Leno in February to note, “It’s clearly quite 
difficult to become employed by the city 
if one is transgender.” Regardless of 
the number, the fact remains that 
transgender city workers should re¬ 
ceive the same benefits as their non¬ 
transgender counterparts. The change 
is part of a larger benefits package that 
( also offers improved health coverage 
for all city employees, including 
infertility treatment, acupunc¬ 
ture, hearing aids, and Viagra 
to treat erectile dysfunction. 

The board should approve the benefits 
package at its next meeting; after all, as Leno 
noted, “This is about equal benefits for 
equal work.” T 




TIC proposal is bad law

S upervisor Chris Daly plans to intro¬ 
duce legislation to severely restrict 
home ownership opportunities for 
many San Franciscans. His extremely com¬ 
plicated proposal limits tenancies-in-com- 
mon, one of the most affordable and popu¬ 
lar ways for middle-class people to own 
their own homes. TICs allow a group of in¬ 
dividuals to buy a multi-unit building, with 
each purchaser having a right to occupy one 
apartment. Daly’s proposal is a variation on 
Proposition N, which was overwhelmingly 
rejected last November by voters in eight of 
11 districts, including District 8, and lost 
citywide 54 percent to 46 percent. Last 
week’s Bay Area Reporter quoted a few Cas¬ 
tro “activists” who demanded that District 
8 Supervisor Mark Leno support the Daly 
proposal. However, those “activists” do not 
represent the views of the majority of Dis¬ 
trict 8 voters. 

At last week’s Eureka Valley Promotion 
Association meeting, 95 percent of mem¬ 
bers in attendance voted to oppose this leg¬ 
islation and instructed its corresponding 
secretary to write to the Board of Supervi¬ 
sors urging them to reject the Daly bill. Eu¬ 
reka Valley is the official name of the district 
now known as the Castro. EVPA is the City’s 
oldest neighborhood organization and has 
approximately 100 members, primarily 
renters and homeowners living in District 
8. Its membership, which has grown signif¬ 
icantly in the past year, is far more repre¬ 
sentative of the neighborhood than those 
individuals quoted in last week’s B.A.R. ar¬ 
ticle. 

Why does EVPA urge Supervisor Leno 
and his colleagues to reject the Daly pro¬ 
posal? Among reasons cited were: 

• It does not add one unit of new rental 
stock to the city. 

• By further reducing the supply of hous¬ 
ing for sale without reducing the demand 
for such housing, the legislation will lead to 
even higher home prices in San Francisco, 


making ownership more difficult for people 
of all income levels. 

• District 8 voters, along with a majority 
of citywide voters, rejected Proposition N 
last November. If, as Supervisor Daly claims, 
his legislation is substantially different from 
Proposition N, then he should move to put 
it on the ballot and allow the electorate to 
vote on it. 

• The Board of Supervisors devoted two 
recent sessions to litigation resulting from 
the city’s gross receipts tax collected from 
corporations. The board voted to settle 
this suit by refunding $80 million to 
the corporations and to change its 
tax structure, at an annual cost of 
$25 million. The extremely com¬ 
plex Daly legislation, if passed, will 
lead to further expensive litigation 
in which the city is unlikely to pre¬ 
vail. 

• Sale of TICs increas¬ 
es the city’s revenue from 
real estate transfer fees 
and property taxes, rev¬ 
enue sorely needed to sustain important 
services. The business tax settlement and the 
slowing economy will reduce Sari Francis¬ 
co’s revenues, which will be further hurt by 
the financial impact of the Daly legislation. 
The city cannot afford to lose any more tax 
dollars. 

• Increased home ownership leads to 
many benefits for communities, which is 
why it should be encouraged; making home 
ownership more expensive is illogical. 

Daly and his supporters argue that his 
legislation protects seniors and disabled in¬ 
dividuals with limited incomes from evic¬ 
tions. EVPA agrees that this is a serious issue 
and supports protection for vulnerable in¬ 
dividuals, but believes that protection 
would be better achieved in other ways. For 
example, seniors occupying units converted 
into condominiums, which are legally dif¬ 
ferent from TICs, cannot be evicted. Most 
owners of TICs see this form of ownership 
as an interim step leading to conversion of 
their units into condominiums. If the city 


did not restrict condominium conversions, 
most buyers would not enter into TICs. 
Therefore, ending the current 200 annual 
limit on condominium conversions would 
not only reduce the number of TICs, but 
would protect seniors from losing their 
homes. 

Lifting the condominium conversion cap 
would also increase the amount of housing 
for sale, which would help stabilize prices 
and allow more renters to own their own 
residences - an excellent form of economic 
empowerment. Many former renters dis¬ 
cover that their mortgage payments, on an 
after tax basis, are less than what they were 
paying for rent. Home ownership 
sp*. is a crucial part of retirement 
planning and provides people 
with emotional, psychological, 
and financial benefits. Denying 
home ownership to indi¬ 
viduals, as the Daly pro¬ 
posal does, is irresponsi¬ 
ble. 

Rather than disregard a 
clear electoral mandate to not limit home 
ownership opportunities as represented by 
TICs, Supervisor Daly and his colleagues 
should wait for the completion o^a city fi¬ 
nanced independent housing study, which, 
among other things, may explain why 
10,000 apartments have been taken off the 
rental market by their owners and remain 
vacant despite the high rents they could 
command. The supervisors should focus 
their attention on increasing the supply of 
housing in the city, not making it harder 
and more expensive for people to purchase 
homes. Motivating owners to rent apart¬ 
ments now unoccupied would be a major 
step in that direction and would help bal¬ 
ance the supply and demand for housing in 
San Francisco. 

EVPA strongly urges Supervisor Leno to 
vote against the Daly proposal. ▼

After a long day at work (we go to print with the 
National Queer Arts Festival 2001 brochure), I final¬ 
ly had the chance to read today’s Bay Area Reporter 
with your advertisement on the back cover of the 
front section. I wonder just who “you” are? 

If you’re “offended” by the use of the word queer, 
I bet you’re white, middle class (read: neither I, nor, 
my organization can afford to buy the back cover of 
the Bay Area Reporter), and male. I’d also bet that you 
don’t know many people of color; you wear clothing 
that is typically assigned to your biological gender 
(but think it’s really fun to put on a dress on Hal¬ 
loween); you pass easily as your biological gender; and 
you don’t know many/any transgender people. 

Those of us who do choose to call ourselves queer 
aren’t out to erase the words lesbian or gay. Nor do we 
seek the erasure of words probably more unfamiliar 
or unpalatable to you like bisexual, transgender, trans¬ 
sexual, genderqueer, dyke, cocksucker, bulldagger, 
Uranian, or homophile. 

We understand that queer is a hurtful word when 
used by people that hate us. However, I was called 
“gay” and “faggot” in my high school as many times as 
I was called “queer” - and the occasions were numer¬ 
ous. What should I call myself then? Words derive 
their meaning and power from the people using them 
- you don’t have the right to be offended until you 
understand that first. 

Has it occurred to “Some Concerned 
Gay People” that everyone in the queer 
communities isn’t white, gay, wealthy, 
and male? That maybe there’s room for 
more than one (very limiting) sexual iden¬ 
tity? That no one is telling you that you 
can’t be “gay” anymore or that you have 
to call yourself “queer.” 

Some of us like calling ourselves 
queer; it invokes the notion of resistance - to sexism, 
racism, classism, and oppression. No women I know 
call themselves “gay,” in fact the only time I hear “gay 
women” in a sentence is out of the mouth of a man 
who doesn’t know any lesbians or dykes. 

I assure you that when the brand new San Fran¬ 
cisco Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, Transgender Communi¬ 
ty Center opens its doors this fall, it will be the 
“Queerest Place on Earth” despite the fact that the 
word “queer” probably won’t be in its name. The 
building - and all of the organizations in it - will wel¬ 
come and serve people from all sexual identities - les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, transgender, queer, and our allies. 

I consider myself blessed to live in San Francisco 
where my friends, co-workers, and family are made 
up of so many different types of people; maybe you 
should get to know some more of them.

As for the q-word, our communities need some 
all-embracing term which welcomes all “LGB- 
TIQTHA, etc.” people. Our alphabet extends, as of this 
moment, to lesbian, gay, bi, trans, intersex, question¬ 
ing, two-spirit, hijra, and ally at least, and I apologize 
to anyone who feels excluded. With our current al¬ 
phabet approach, we’ll need to re-name our commu¬ 
nity center every two or three years. Far from carving 
the name in marble, we’ll chalk it on slate. 

If “queer” is too harsh to serve as our umbrella 
term, then we need to brainstorm up a list of work¬ 
able alternatives. Let’s nominate and vote, as if the la¬ 
bels or symbols were candidates for grand marshal. 

At the risk of seeming sentimental, I propose 
“lavender” - not only the color, but also the flower. Yet 
I predict “rainbow” will win.

The Board of Supervisors of the city and county 
of San Francisco is seriously considering adding 
transgender health care to the city’s health benefits 
package.

Speak up at drug abuse hearing 

Californians spoke resoundingly with their votes 
going to support Proposition 36, the Substance Abuse 
and Crime Prevention Act of 2000, in last November’s 
general election. The 61 percent margin reflects the 

growing sentiment that addiction is a disease, a 
medical condition. Here in San Francisco, this 
sentiment has prevailed for quite some 
|! time, witness the medical model approach 
with which our local health leadership and 
law enforcement have taken in dealing 
with the totality of the drug epidemic. 
This Friday (1-3 p.m.) and Saturday 
(noon-2 p.m.), April 27 and 28, the San 
Francisco Drug Abuse Advisory Board’s 
public policy committee will be hosting 
a town hall meeting at City Hall in the John Taylor 
Committee Room 263. The meetings will focus on 
public comment, information, criticism, and sugges¬ 
tions on what the city is doing right, what it needs to 
change or improve in the treatment programs it 
funds, how to increase funding (currently less than 1 
percent of the city’s budget), how to involve the pub¬ 
lic in the fight against this disease, and what policies 
should be in place as the city moves forward in rec¬ 
ognizing that we face an epidemic where costs both 
financially and in lives is almost beyond comprehen¬ 
sion. Drug abuse affects each and every San Francis¬ 
can, if not with someone we love or know, then in our 
pocketbooks and financial ledgers. 

While much of the focus is on implementing Propo¬ 
sition 36 in San Francisco - indeed, plans are being fi¬ 
nalized now under the very able leadership of Barbara 
Garcia of the Department of Public Health and District 
Attorney Terence Hallinan - there are more people with 
addiction disease who are never arrested. The favorable 
climate for sending those with a conviction or guilty 
plea to simple possession or use of illegal narcotics into 
treatment should naturally be complemented with 
equal fervor by expanding our treatment models to 
meet the needs of Proposition 36 users and the many, 
many others with addiction disease who will not be able 
to access treatment through the proposition. Estimates 
of San Franciscans who abuse or are addicted to nar¬ 
cotics are within the range of 2 to 10 percent. Many of 
these are recreational users where the effects of narcot¬ 
ic use have not yet openly been presented or noticed. 
We are not talking about marijuana, but about drugs 
such as crack cocaine, heroin, and methamphetamine. 
Take a walk through the Tenderloin, inner Mission, 
Haight-Ashbury, or Bayview-Hunter’s Point neighbor¬ 
hoods and you will see the ravages of addiction up close. 

It is not a pretty picture. 

Everyone in San Francisco has a stake in this.. 
Please come to the meetings.

Hoodwinked again 

We, the people, are hoodwinked so often that we 
find ourselves in states of debilitating disillusionment. 
Self-serving advocates of the California Lottery tout¬ 
ed it as offering significant financial aid to California 
public schools. And the initiative concerning Indian 
gaming casinos not only was going to provide finan¬ 
cial relief to destitute Indian tribes, it was going to 
provide rational control of gambling in California.

Another deceit perpetrated by government in¬ 
volves the assurances by top brass of the armed ser¬ 
vices that the “Don’t Ask, Don’t TeH” policy concern¬ 
ing homosexuals is a success. In actuality it is a failure. 
It degrades gays and lesbians, locking them in the 
same closets that for centuries have stifled self-real¬ 
ization and self-respect. DADT lends support to the 
myth that homosexuals are inferior, riot the con¬ 
structive human beings and effective soldiers which 
they are so capable of being. Because of failure to deal 
forcefully with discrimination, the armed services 
have allowed harassment of homosexuals, and those 
people perceived to be homosexuals, to continue.

Gay bookstore thriving 

The following are some comments about Paula Mar- 
tinac’s April 12 column in the Bay Area Reporter, “Look 
ahead, not back, for the future of gay bookstores”: 

1. There are some of us “community oriented” LGBT 
bookstores that are surviving quite well. Not only have 
our in-store sales shown gains, but also our Web site 
(www.openbookltd.com) is thriving. We do offer areas 
for reviews and comments about books, offer not only 
the latest small publisher’s and self-published selections, 
and have positioned ourselves to embrace the latest 
changes in the publishing industry (print-on-demand 
titles) and are looking ahead to e-books. 

2. Most of the stores that have experienced finan¬ 
cial problems did not have the financial resources 
available that are available to the large chains and 
“straight” bookstores. The reasons are simple; most 
financial institutions are “conservative and straight 
acting” and are reluctant to loan money to or invest 
into a gay- or lesbian-owned bookstore. We can as¬ 
sure you that if we had access to $2 billion (as Ama¬ 
zon did) to develop a Web site, and didn’t concern 
ourselves with making a profit, we would have one 
“kick-ass” operation. 

3. You mentioned the advantages of having GLBT 
libraries and yes, there are more and more of these li¬ 
braries being developed across the country. We know 
this because we get requests for donations from most 
of them. The truth of the matter is that most of these 
libraries do not have the resources to buy the books, 
and have to rely upon donations. 

4. The need for the independent and specialty 
LGBT bookstores to serve as a community resource 
and gathering location has not been lessened. It is true 
that LGBT community centers are popping up 
throughout the country. But we have found that the 
community centers serve an entirely different func¬ 
tion. The smaller communities where many of these 
LGBT centers are located cannot support a specialized 
LGBT bookstore, it is only in the medium sized and 
large communities where a LGBT bookstore can sur¬ 
vive as a specialty store without branching out into 
other markets. Here in Sacramento, it has been the 
community center that was floundering (hopefully 
now recovering), and to be quite honest about it, it had 
affected our business. Time and time again we have 
heard that many gays, lesbians, bisexuals, and trans¬ 
gender people are moving to Sacramento because it 
has affordable housing, good job market, outdoor 
recreation close by, and a great bookstore. Where do 
most of these people stop first when arriving at or in¬ 
vestigating Sacramento? The local bookstore, where 
they can find the local newspapers, want ads, housing 
information, and other community information. 
Many people have said that they have moved to Sacra¬ 
mento because of The Open Book, Ltd. 

All in all I feel it is good that writers are starting to 
address the issues of the loss of the independent book¬ 
stores, but unless the journalists are willing to get away 
from the word processor, get out into the real world and 
start looking at the total picture and not just the tip of 
the iceberg, we are going to see a lot more closures be¬ 
fore things get better. There are many things happening 
and changes being made in the publishing industry that 
can either be the “light at the end of the tunnel” or a “lo¬ 
comotive wiping out everything in its path.”

Sacramento, California 
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Migden and Shelley 
both in state races

B oth San Francisco members 
of the Assembly, who are 
being termed out of office, 
will be candidates for state office 
in the March 2002 Democratic 
primary. 

Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden (13th District) will be a 
candidate for the Democratic 
nomination for the State Board of 
Equalization in the 1st District, 
which runs from Santa Cruz 
County in the south all the way up 
to the Oregon border and as far 
east as Yolo County, representing 
nearly 10 million people. The 
powerful Board of Equalization 
is a state constitutional 
office that is responsible 
for setting California’s tax 
policy. 

As a member of the 
BOE, Migden would 
oversee a massive tax 
system that supports 
hundreds of 
state and local 
government 
services, in¬ 
cluding schools, hospitals, law en¬ 
forcement, transportation, and 
housing programs. Migden is cur¬ 
rently in her third term as chair of 
the Assembly Appropriations 
Committee and is responsible for 
overseeing the allocation of the 
state’s tremendous $100 billion 
budget. 

The 1st District BOE seat is 
currently held by Johan Klehs, 
who is running for state controller 
in 2002. Migden, one of the As¬ 
sembly’s most respected mem¬ 
bers, if elected to the four-year 
term, would be the first woman to 
be elected to the BOE post and the 
first member of the gay and les¬ 
bian community to hold a state 
constitutional office. Migden is 
expected to have only minimal 
opposition in the 2002 primary, 
but will face a Republican in the 
November general election. 

Assemblyman Kevin Shelley, 
a native San Franciscan, who like 
Migden, served on the San Fran¬ 
cisco Board of Supervisors before 
entering the Legislature, will be a 
candidate for California secretary 
of state in next March’s Democra¬ 
tic primary. Shelley, the majority 
leader of the Assembly, is facing a 
tough primary fight from four 
other Democrats: former Secre¬ 
tary of State March Fong Eu; 
former Insurance Commissioner 
John Garamendi; Michela 
Alioto, the 1998 nominee for the 
office; and Southern California 
Assemblyman Tony Cardenas, 
the current Democratic Assembly 
Caucus chair. 

Shelley, whose father, Jack 
Shelley , served as a former mayor 
of San Francisco, will make his 
candidacy official on May 11. Shel¬ 
ley has the endorsements of U.S. 
Senators Dianne Feinstein and 
Barbara Boxer, Lieutenant Gov¬ 
ernor Cruz Bustamante, state 
Treasurer Phil Angelides, state 
Senators John Burton and Sheila 
Kuehl, Mayor Willie Brown, and 
numerous fellow Assembly mem¬ 
bers, including Migden. 

Supes’ first 100 days 

This column had been con¬ 
templating doing a “first 100 days” 
item on the current Board of Su¬ 
pervisors, and since the San Fran¬ 
cisco Bay Guardian beat me to it 
last week, I’ll do it anyway. 


With the help of a couple of 
City Hall regulars who closely ob¬ 
serve the board, along with some 
private views of some of the 
members themselves, here is the 
snap view of the new board: 

Tom Ammiano: A serious, 
hard-working member who occa¬ 
sionally lets out slips-of-the- 
tongue directed at other mem¬ 
bers, Ammiano was unanimously 
elected president in January, but a 
couple now tell me that if they 
had it to do over again, they might 
have voted differently. Ammiano 
has become something of a rea¬ 
soned voice on the board, particu¬ 
larly in helping smooth the 
overblown rift between fellow 
supe Chris Daly and the 
mayor. The new board 
definitely makes Am¬ 
miano a much more 
powerful San Fran¬ 
cisco political player, 
but if there is one 
downfall that some 
colleagues will tell you 
about - pri¬ 
vately - it is 
that he can’t 
always be 
taken at his word. Ammiano is 
definitely looking at another run 
for mayor. 

Chris Daly: Young, smart, 
works hard at being the champion 
of the homeless, poor, the forgot¬ 
ten in the city and is generally well 
liked by his colleagues. However, 
some will tell you that Daly makes 
too much of reminding everyone 
that he resides in “a small studio 
apartment in the Tenderloin,” 
where even he “has trouble paying 
the high rents of the city.” We can 
all agree that rents are much too 
high in San Francisco. The ques¬ 
tion is when is someone going to 
do something about it. Daly, if he 
wants one, should have a future in 
local politics. 

Matt Gonzalez: Obviously a 
good attorney, but some on the 
board complain privately that he 
is often “too lawyerly,” and is 
prone to cross-examining every¬ 
one and everything. Some say 
Gonzalez seems always to be the 
“angry young man,” anxious to 
engage in confrontation with de¬ 
partment heads and others with 
whom he seems to be unhappy. 
Gonzalez would likely be a good 
district attorney if that is where he 
is headed, but will not make it as a 
member of the Green Party. 

Tony Hall: The Guardian 
shrugged off this guy by saying 
they “have no idea where he 
thinks he’s going and doubt that 
he does either.” I agree. Watching 
Hall is, at best, painful, and if only 
he could hear what some of his 
colleagues say about him. 

Mark Leno: Definitely one of 
the best of the group; Leno comes 
to work always prepared for the is¬ 
sues, and as one member told us: 
“When Leno gives you his word, 
you can take it to the bank.” The 
Guardian noted that Leno “re¬ 
mains one of the most inoffensive 
of the board veterans, holding the 
middle ground and rising above 
the fray.” Again, we agree. With 
few political enemies, Leno looks 
to be headed to replace Carole 
Migden in the city’s 13th Assem¬ 
bly District next year. 

Sophie Maxwell: The lone 
African American and the lone 
woman on the 11-member board, 
Maxwell is well liked, highly re¬ 
spected, hard-working, has few, if 
any political detractors, and is a 


refreshing addition to the board. 

Jake McGoldrick: Most call 
him a nice guy, but he is prone to 
asking far too many questions, 
often turning every committee 
meeting or general meeting into 
an extended question-and-answer 
period. If you keep repeating “I’m 
a rookie here, I just don’t under¬ 
stand” often enough, people will 
soon believe that you truly “don’t 
understand.” 

Gavin Newsom: Not especial¬ 
ly popular with the newer mem¬ 
bers, but very smart and always 
seems well-prepared to discuss 
any issue. Ambitious, Newsom is 
another supe whose word is al¬ 
ways good. Nearly everyone I 
know says that Newsom, frustrat¬ 
ed with the new board, is looking 
to run for mayor the next time 
around. 

Aaron Peskin: One of the 

board’s best. Peskin is a bright guy 
who wants to make some real re¬ 
forms but knows how hard to 
push for them and when to pull 
back. He doesn’t unnecessarily get 
into confrontations with col¬ 
leagues; he’s a good, solid addition 
to this Board of Supervisors. 

Gerardo Sandoval: Another 
obviously good lawyer who has 
the tendency to often speak to his 
colleagues like one. Not particu¬ 
larly popular with his fellow 
members, Sandoval works hard at 
the job. Of those we asked, few 
had anything much to say - pro or 
con - about this guy - “he’s just 
sorta here,” one board member 
said. Sandoval is already thought 
to be looking at higher office, pos¬ 
sible the 12th Assembly District. 

Leland Yee: Once thought to 
be a political foe of the mayor, Yee 
is a talented political opportunist 
and is now reportedly close to 
Mayor Brown. A veteran of city 
politics, I must point out, as did 
the Guardian , that Yee was the 
only supervisor to vote against an 
appropriation of funds for senior 
services (go figure). Yee is also ex¬ 
pected to run for Assembly next 
year in the 12th District. 

Politics and people 

My sources in Washington, 
D.C. have learned that President 
George W. Bush has refused to 
overturn an executive order issued 
by former President Bill Clinton 
that prohibits employment dis¬ 
crimination based on sexual ori¬ 
entation in federal employment. 

Former San Francisco Supervi¬ 
sor Harry Britt is reportedly, 
thinking of entering the race for 
termed-out Carole Migden’s 13th 
District Assembly seat. Britt is a 
political ally of board President 
Tom Ammiano, and that would 
surely mean that Ammiano has 
decided to forsake the 13th District 
in favor of another run for mayor. 

The San Francisco chapter of 
the Log Cabin Republicans will 
host former Navy Petty Officer 
Keith Meinhold tonight (Thurs¬ 
day, April 26,6 pm) at their meet¬ 
ing to be held at The Sausage Fac¬ 
tory, 517 Castro Street. The meet¬ 
ing will be a no-host bar with 
hosted hors d’oeuvres with the en¬ 
tire $30 admission going to the 
Servicemembers Legal Defense 
Network. 

Congratulations to Assistant 
District Attorney Charles 
“Chuck” Haines on his recent ap¬ 
pointment to the S.F. Superior 
Court by Governor Gray Davis; 
an excellent appointment.

M re transsexual women 

MS\ “real” women? It’s a tedious 
JF1I question that male to fe¬ 
male transsexuals often run up 
against when they’re open and 
honest about their personal histo¬ 
ry. But the life experiences of 
many MTFs make them more 
aware of how gender roles and 
sexism work than a lot of so-called 
“real” women. 

I’ve never met a transsexual 
woman who didn’t have a 
feminist consciousness. I’m 
sure there are some, but it 
makes perfect sense that 
many transwomen would be 
attracted to feminism as a 
philosophy. After all, femi¬ 
nism by definition 
seeks to break down 
the barriers society 
has set up 
based on gen- 
der. 

It’s infuri¬ 
ating, then, that some feminists 
and lesbians continue to question 
the “womanhood” of MTFs. I 
support the concept of “women- 
only space,” but I’m concerned 
that this legitimate policy is some¬ 
times used to discriminate against 
transwomen. 

The Michigan Womyn’s Music 
Festival, for example, still main¬ 
tains a policy of trans-exclusion

that sounds eerily like the 
“Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” 
policy of the U.S. mil¬ 
itary. An official festi¬ 
val handout states, 

“No womon’s gen¬ 
der will be questioned on * % |f/*. 
the land.” Howev- ^ 
er, the flyer goes 
on, the festival has 
the right to deny 
admission “to indi¬ 
viduals who self-de- 
clare as male-to-female 
transsexuals.” In theory, one 
of Fred Phelps’s daughters 
could attend Michigan, 
while an open feminist 
transwoman could not. 

In another galling exam¬ 
ple, a women’s rape crisis 
center in British Columbia 
recently refused to allow 
Kimberly Nixon, a trans¬ 
sexual woman, to train as 
a peer coun- 
selor. The 
staff assumed 
she wouldn’t 
understand violence against 
women because she was born 
male. According to a center 
spokesperson, Nixon could not 
possibly have faced the unique 
mix of social, psychological, and 
biological factors that “shape 
women’s experiences and ... the 
world’s perception of us.” 

But, in fact, the experience of 
many transsexual women turns 
the meaning of being “born” fe¬ 
male or male upside down. Many 
MTFs talk about knowing they 
were “female” from a very young 
age. “Growing up,” Nixon told a 
reporter for Canadian Press, “I 
had the sense and burden of being 
female and the burden of being 
aware of ... all the issues women 
deal with.” 

The exclusionary policies that 
feminist and lesbian groups insti¬ 
tute toward transsexual women 
rest on two false premises. First of 
all, because the world once viewed 
MTFs as boys and men, it’s as¬ 
sumed that they enjoyed male 
privilege. Yet the opposite may ac¬ 
tually be true, given the many sto¬ 
ries transsexual women tell about 
the intense gender oppression 
they experienced before surgery. 

According to Australian trans¬ 
feminist Julie Peters, transgender 
women who grow up male tend to 
be regarded “as feminine or differ¬ 
ent boys and are denied entry into 
male power structures; they are 
vilified, ostracized, and bashed.” 
Misunderstood or rejected by 
their families, they sometimes take 
to the streets, where they’re at 


high 
risk for 
drugs 
and 

prostitution and often learn 
early on about sexual violence, 
just like many girls do. 

The second false premise is 
that only “real” women can fully 
comprehend female oppression. 
But what about the “real” women 
who think feminism has nothing 
to do with their lives? And don’t 
forget the “women-born women” 
who actively oppose abortion 
rights, or who accept their 
church’s dictate that wives submit 
to their husbands^ or who voted 
for George W. Bush. 

Now compare those “real” 
women with trans-activist Riki 
Wilchins, executive director of 
GenderPAC. In a recent editorial, 
Wilchins called on activists to 
build “a broad-based and inclusive 
national movement for gender 
rights.” Gender, Wilchins states, is 
a basic human right that unites 
everyone from “a boy-dyke with 
buzz-cut blue hair” to “an FTM 
fired for transitioning on the job” 
to “a soccer mom banging her 
head on the glass ceiling” to “a gay 
man genderbashed ... because 
some bigot thinks homosexuals 
are unmanly.” 

We can learn a lot from read¬ 
ing the work of cutting-edge ac¬ 
tivists like Wilchins. But even 
older transwomen, who transi¬ 
tioned long before the founding of 
the National Organization for 
Women or the riots at the 
Stonewall Inn, have gone through 
their own transformative process 
and come out as feminists. 

In an engaging new memoir 
called The Woman I Was Not Born 
to Be, Aleshia Brevard, a former 
drag performer and actor, de¬ 
scribes her own personal journey. 
Glancing through the book’s pho¬ 
tos of Brevard boasting long, 
painted nails and a cinched-in, 
hourglass figure, you might be 
tempted to rehash the old feminist 
complaint that MTFs simply rein¬ 
force gender stereotypes rather 
than break them down. 

But, in fact, Brevard has a

Where does the word 
‘dyke’ come from?

JjP|| ver the past three decades, 
/j |f the word “dyke” has steadily 
Hgf? gained currency in the gay 
and lesbian community, though it 
retains some rough edges. Unlike 
“lesbian,” which boasts a well- 
documented, almost genteel pedi¬ 
gree reaching back to classical an¬ 
tiquity, “dyke” has only recent¬ 
ly stepped off the streets 
and no one seems sure of 
its origins. But there have 
been some interesting hy¬ 
potheses. 

Older women will remem¬ 
ber when “dyke,” like its gay 
male counterpart 
“faggot,” was almost 
always a term of 
abuse, pronounced 
with a mixture of disdain and fear 
about women who tried to act like 
men - in the clothes they wore, 
their mode of speech, and the way 
they courted other women. Les¬ 
bians rarely used the word; 
women who assumed masculine 
ways would usually call them¬ 
selves “hutches” or, especially 
among African American lesbians, 
“studs.” 

In the 1970s, however, lesbian 
activists sought to reclaim the 
word as a term of self-identifica¬ 
tion signifying allegiance to a 
woman-centered culture. In the 
mid 1970s, for example, lesbian 
separatist Elana Nachman started 
writing her books under the sur¬ 
name “Dykewoman” (later modi¬ 
fied to “Dykewomon”). Soon, 
women began to wonder about 
the origins of the word. As bibli¬ 
ographer J.R. Roberts observed in 
1979, “our generation of Lesbians 
has been stymied, mystified, and 
intensely curious as to how and 
why we have come to call our¬ 
selves dykes.”

Not only lesbians, but lexicog¬ 
raphers, too, have been stymied 
over the word “dyke,” though they 
generally agree that the lesbian 
meaning is unrelated to the word 
meaning “embankment,” as in the 
dikes that keep the sea from flood¬ 
ing Holland. Today, we often dis¬ 
tinguish the two homonyms in 
spelling, but that seems to be a re¬ 
cent and rather arbitrary practice; 

both words have in the past 
been spelt with both “i” and 
“y.” 

The earliest confirmed 
references to “dyke” with 
the meaning “butch les¬ 
bian” date only to the 
1920s, when it appears in_ 
African American 
slang as “bull-dyke,” 
with the variations 
“bull-dyker,” “bull- 
dagger,” and “boon-dagger.” In 
1935, blues singer Bessie Jackson 
recorded “B-D Woman,” a song 
about women who “ain’t gonna 
need no men”: “B-D women, they 
can lay their claim, / They can lay 
that jive just like a natural man,” 
she sings, praising the bull-dyke’s 
sexual prowess. 

In the absence of any obvious 
etymology, several theories have 
arisen to explain the origins of 
“dyke.” One hypothesis, proposed 
in 1975 by Harold Wentworth and 
Stuart B. Flexner in their Dictio¬ 
nary of American Slang, views the 
word as a contraction of “her¬ 
maphrodite,” positing an interme¬ 
diate form such as “morphodike.” 
But although the “hermaphro¬ 
dite” - someone who appeared to 
be half-man and half-woman - 
was a popular feature of circus 
sideshows, there’s little evidence 
that the word was ever widely ap¬ 
plied to mannish women outside 
the carnival circuit. 

Lesbian poet and cultural the¬ 
orist Judy Grahn conceived a 
much richer history in her influ¬ 
ential book, Another Mother 
Tongue, first published in 1979. 
Grahn found in the word “bull- 
dyke” an echo of the name of the 
British warrior-queen Boudica 
(more commonly spelled Boudic- 
ca or Boadicea), who led an upris¬ 
ing against Roman invaders in 61 
A.D. According to Grahn, the 
name “Boudica” circulated under¬ 
ground for centuries as code for a 
strong female rebel until eventu¬ 
ally it became “bull-dyke.” 

Grahn’s evocative etymology 
transforms a word of abuse into a 
word of empowerment, and that 
no doubt was its primary pur¬ 
pose. But this “dyke” doesn’t hold 
water. Grahn’s theory doesn’t ex¬ 
plain why Boudica’s name took 
over 1,800 years to resurface, and 
then did so not in England, but 
among African Americans. Simi¬ 
lar problems, and similar good in¬ 
tentions, come with the specula¬ 
tion that “dyke” harks back to the 


Greek word for “justice,” dike 
(pronounced DEE-kay), associat¬ 
ed with the warrior-goddess 
Athena. 

Roberts, the bibliographer, has 
proposed what may be the most 
credible theory. She discovered 
that 19th century dictionaries of 
American slang listed “dike” with 
the meaning “a man in full dress, 
or merely the set of male clothing 
itself.” In 1902, a slang dictionary 
derived the word from the archa¬ 
ic “dight,” “to deck or adorn.” A 
man dressed to the nines was said 
to be “diked out” (compare our 
present-day “decked out”). Signif¬ 
icantly, this usage was uniquely 
American. 

According to Roberts, “dike” 
eventually came to be applied pe¬ 
joratively to women who were 
dressed up - or “diked out” - in 
male clothing, either because they 
were attempting to pass as men or 
because they wanted to make a 
political or artistic statement. 
“Thus dike, once used to describe 
a well-dressed male, becomes a 
vulgar and hateful epithet to be 
hurled at women who rebel 
against confining roles and dress 
styles,” Roberts writes. Among 
African Americans, “bull-” was 
added to underscore the man¬ 
nishness of such women; the pre¬ 
fix may have also alluded to their 
perceived sexual voracity. 

This theory explains not only 
the American provenance of the 
term, but also why it was applied 
almost exclusively to butch 
women, not lesbians in general - 
at least until the 1970s, when ac¬ 
tivists embraced the word “dyke” 
as a designation of pride. 

Popularized by such things as 
Dyke TV, dyke marches, and Ali¬ 
son Bechdel’s comic strip, “Dykes 
to Watch Out For” (where not all 
the “dykes” are butch), today the 
word is fast becoming an accept¬ 
ed synonym for “lesbian.” Never¬ 
theless, it may not be quite ready 
for polite society. ▼

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strong feminist sensibility. After 
transitioning, she slowly came to 
realize that the role, she envisioned 
for herself as a Donna Reed-style 
wife was too limited. Instead of 
clinging to the belief that “a good 
woman must be docile and long 
suffering” and invariably attached 
to a man, she recognized that she 
could be happily fulfilled as an in¬ 
dependent woman. 

The liberation of her mind, 
Brevard says, took much longer 
than the physical reconstruction of 
her body. Her experiences and 
those of other transwomen hold 
important lessons for. feminists 
and lesbians who remain stub¬ 
bornly hung up on biology. Y

C GAY paves way 
for gay groups in 
French enterprise

t started as a joke; it’s turned 
into a movement. 

A couple of years ago, Vin¬ 
cent Dariosecq was sitting around 
with some of his gay friends, after 
a day’s work at Canal-l-, a major 
French television network with 
more than 4,000 employees. 

“We were chatting and joking, 
saying why didn’t we create a gay 
and lesbian association in our 
company,” Dariosecq said in an 
exclusive interview with the Bay 
Area Reporter during his San 
Francisco visit last week. “It was a 
joke, the first time. But I took it 
very seriously.” 

C GAY - the first gay/lesbian 
association within a major French 
enterprise - was launched at 
Canal-l- a year ago last week, on 
April 16, 2000. 

“A few gays and lesbians at 
Canal-l- had a crazy idea,” says the 
introduction on C GAY’s French 
home page, www.cplus.fr/html/ 
courts/cveg/html/cgay.html. (The 
English Web site is at www.cplus. 
com/extra_en/cveg-us/html/cgay. 
html.) 

The group started with 10 peo¬ 
ple and has blossomed to a mem¬ 
bership of around 50. 

While this may not sound 
earth shattering to some Ameri¬ 
can ears, it is a big, big step in 
France. Canal-l- is the world’s sec¬ 
ond largest pay TV network, said 
Dariosecq, who is an assistant 
programming coordinator and 
the first president of C GAY. Ho¬ 
mophobia keeps many French 
people in the corporate closet, es¬ 
pecially in public or service de¬ 
partments like marketing and 
public relations. 

In the gay context, Dariosecq 
said, France resembles the United 
States. “Paris is Paris. It’s somewhat 
like San Francisco, where gay life is 
accepted. As soon as you go some 
kilometers outside, or go to the 
countryside, aside from some big 
cities like Lille, Lyon, Marseille, 
being open is much more difficult.” 

Like a pig to truffles 

What’s important is that the 
notion of openly queer groups 
within major commercial and po¬ 
litical enterprises has now spread

across the economic landscape 
and is taking root. 

“The existence of C GAY is al¬ 
ready a political act in and of it¬ 
self,” said a writer in the Ibiza 
News last summer. 

Within six months of the an¬ 
nouncement last March, gay-les¬ 
bian organizations began to ap¬ 
pear in key sectors of the complex 
French economy. 

First was SNCF, the massive na¬ 
tional railway firm, whose group 
calls itself “Gare” (Station). The 
railway company is “80 percent 
men,” said Dariosecq, smiling. 

Next came the RATP, which 
runs the French Metro transit sys¬ 
tem. Then, perhaps not surprising 
in Paris, which just elected its first 
openly gay mayor, the “fonction- 
naires” or city employees started 
their own association. 

Asked if Mayor Bertrand De- 
lanoe would be joining the Paris 
group, Darios’ecq said that politi¬ 
cians are required to maintain a 


degree of neutrality that precludes 
them from joining, but “they can 
be friends” with such groups. 

Like Canal-l-, these entities are 
major players in the French polit¬ 
ical economy. Dariosecq hopes the 
next to come will be Air France; 
from San Francisco he has been in 
touch with a key counterpart in 
Paris, hoping that the airline will 
allow creation of a gay-lesbian as¬ 
sociation in time to participate in 
the Paris Gay Pride festivities on 
June 23.

Olympic potential? 

The group’s vision of political 
activism does not stop at encour¬ 
aging replication. Paris is compet¬ 
ing to get the rights for the 2008 
Olympic Games and Dariosecq 
hopes C GAY will have a presence 
there. 

“If we do get the Olympics, we 
will organize with the gay and les¬ 
bian communities” for a role, still 
unspecified. 

On a broad scale, the next step 
is outreach to other European 
companies and also to American 
firms.

Generic Name: nelfinavir (nel-FIN-na-veer) mesylate 

For the Treatment of Human 
Immunodeficiency Virus (HIV) Infection 

Please read this information carefully before taking VIRACEPT. Also, 
please read this leaflet each time you renew the prescription, just in 
case anything has changed. This is a summary and not a replacement 
for a careful discussion with your doctor. You and your doctor should 
discuss VIRACEPT when you start taking this medication and at regular 
checkups. You should remain under a doctor’s care when taking 
VIRACEPT and should not change or stop treatment without first talking 
with your doctor. 

WHAT IS VIRACEPT AND HOW DOES IT WORK? 

VIRACEPT is used in combination with other antiretroviral drugs in the 
treatment of people with human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) infection. 
Infection with HIV leads to the destruction of CD4 T cells, which are 
important to the immune system. After a large number of CD4 cells 
have been destroyed, the infected person develops acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome (AIDS). 

VIRACEPT works by blocking HIV protease (a protein-cutting enzyme), 
which is required for HIV to multiply. VIRACEPT has been shown to 
significantly reduce the amount of HIV in the blood. Although VIRACEPT 
is not a cure for HIV or AIDS, VIRACEPT can help reduce your risk for 
death and illness associated with HIV. Patients who took VIRACEPT also 
had significant increases in the number of CD4 cell count 
VIRACEPT is usually taken together with other antiretroviral drugs 
such as Retrovir® (zidovudine, AZT), Epivir® (lamivudine, 3TC), or 
Zerit® (stavudine, d4T). Taking VIRACEPT in combination with other 
antiretroviral drugs reduces the amount of HIV in the body (viral load) 
and raises CD4 counts. 

VIRACEPT may be taken by adults, adolescents, and children 2 years of 
age or older. Studies in infants younger than 2 years of age are now 
taking place. 

DOES VIRACEPT CURE HIV OR AIDS? 

VIRACEPT is not a cure for HIV infection or AIDS. People taking 
VIRACEPT may still develop opportunistic infections or other conditions 
associated with HIV infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, 
herpes virus infections, Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) 
infections, and Kaposi’s sarcoma. 

There is no proof that VIRACEPT can reduce the risk of transmitting HIV 
to others through sexual contact or blood contamination. 

WHO SHOULD OR SHOULD NOT TAKE VIRACEPT? 

Together withyour doctor, you need to decide whether VIRACEPT is 
appropriate for you. In making your decision, the following should be 
considered: 

Allergies: If you have had a serious allergic reaction to VIRACEPT, 
you must not take VIRACEPT. You should also inform your doctor, 
nurse, or pharmacist of any known allergies to substances such as 
other medicines, foods, preservatives, or dyes. 

If you are pregnant The effects of VIRACEPT on pregnant women or 
their unborn babies are not known. If you are pregnant or plan to 
become pregnant you should tell your doctor before taking VIRACEPT. 

If you are breast-feeding: You should discuss with your doctor the 
best way to feed your baby. You should be aware that if your baby does 
not already have HIV, there is a chance that it can be transmitted through 
breast-feeding. Women should not breast-feed if they have HIV. 
Children: VIRACEPT is available for the treatment of children 2 through 
13 years of age with HIV. There is a powder form of VIRACEPT that can 
be mixed with milk, baby formula, or foods like pudding. Instructions on 
how to take VIRACEPT powder can be found in a later section that 
discusses how VIRACEPT Oral Powder should be prepared. 

If you have liver disease: VIRACEPT has not been studied in people 
with liver disease. If you have liver disease, you should tell your doctor 
before taking VIRACEPT. 

Other medical problems: Certain medical problems may affect the 
use of VIRACEPT. Some people taking protease inhibitors have developed 
new or more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Some people with 
hemophilia have had increased bleeding. It is not known whether the 
protease inhibitors caused these problems. Be sure to tell your doctor if 
you have hemophilia types A and B, diabetes mellitus, or an increase in 
thirst and/or frequent urination. 

Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking protease 
inhibitors. These changes may include increased amount of fat in the * 
upper back and neck (“buffalo hump”), breast, and around the trunk. Loss 
of fat from the face, legs and arms may also happen. The cause and 
long-term health effects of these conditions are not known at this time. 
CAN VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER MEDICATIONS? 

VIRACEPT may interact with other drugs, including those you take 
without a prescription. You must discuss with your doctor any drugs 
that you are taking or are planning to take before you take VIRACEPT. 
Drugs you should not take with VIRACEPT: 

Hismanal® (astemizole, for allergies) 

Propulsid® (cisapride, for heartburn) 

Cordarone® (amiodarone, for irregular heartbeat) 

Quinidine (for irregular heartbeat), also known as 
Quinaglute®, Cardioquin®, Quinidex, and others 
Ergot derivatives (Cafergot® and others, for migraine headache) 
Halcion® (triazolam) 

Versed® (midazolam) 


Mevacor® (lovastatin, for cholesterol lowering) 

Zocor® (simvastatin, for cholesterol lowering) 

Taking the above drugs with VIRACEPT may cause serious and/or life- 
threatening adverse events. 

Rifampin (for tuberculosis), also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®, 
Rifater®, or Rifamate® 

This drug reduces blood levels of VIRACEPT. 

Dose reduction required if you take VIRACEPT with: Mycobutin® 
(rifabutin, for MAC); you will need to take a lower dose of Mycobutin. 

A change of therapy should be considered if you are taking 
VIRACEPT with: 

Phenobarbital 

Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These agents may reduce the amount of VIRACEPT in your blood and 
make it less effective. 

Oral contraceptives (“the pill”) 

If you are taking the pill to prevent pregnancy, you should use a different 
type of contraception since VIRACEPT may reduce the effectiveness of 
oral contraceptives. 

Special considerations 

Before you take Viagra® (sildenafil) with VIRACEPT, talk to your doctor 
about possible drug interactions and side effects. If you take Viagra and 
VIRACEPT together, you may be at increased risk of side effects of Viagra 
such as low blood pressure, visual changes, and penile erection lasting 
more than 4 hours. If an erection lasts longer than 4 hours, you should 
seek immediate medical assistance to avoid permanent damage to your 
penis. Your doctor can explain these symptoms to you. 

It is not recommended to take VIRACEPT with the cholesterol-lowering 
drugs Mevacor® (lovastatin) or Zocor® (simvastatin) because of possible 
drug interactions. There is also an increased risk of drug interactions 
between VIRACEPT and Lipitor® (atorvastatin) and Baycol® (cerivastatin); 
talk to your doctor before you take either of these cholesterol reducing 
drugs with VIRACEPT. 

Taking St. John’s wort (hypericum perforatum), an herbal product sold as 
a dietary supplement, or products containing St. John’s wort with VIRACEPT 
is not recommended. Talk with your doctor if you are taking or are planning 
to take St. John’s wort. Taking St. John’s wort may decrease VIRACEPT 
levels and lead to increased viral load and possible resistance to VIRACEPT 
or cross resistance to other antiretroviral drugs. 

HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER ANTI-HIV DRUGS? 
Taking VIRACEPT together with other anti-HIV drugs increases their ability 
to fight the virus. It also reduces the opportunity for resistant viruses to 
grow. Based on your history of taking other anti-HIV medicine, your doctor 
will direct you on how to take VIRACEPT and other anti-HIV medicines. 
These drugs should be taken in a certain order or at specific times. This 
will depend on how many times a day each medicine should be taken. It 
will also depend on whether it should be taken with or without food. 
Nucleoside analogues: No drug interaction problems were seen when 
VIRACEPT was given with: 

Retrovir® (zidovudine, AZT) 

Epivir® (lamivudine, 3TC®) 

Zerit® (stavudine, d4T) 

Videx® (didanosine, ddl) 

If you are taking both Videx (ddl) and VIRACEPT: 

Videx should be taken without food, on an empty stomach. Therefore, 
you should take VIRACEPT with food one hour after or more than two 
hours before you take Videx. 

Nonnucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitors (NNRTIs): 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with:Viramune® (nevirapine) The 
amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be reduced. Studies are now 
taking place to leam about the safety of combining VIRACEPT with 
Viramune. 

Sustiva™ (efavirenz) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be increased. A dose 
adjustment is not needed when VIRACEPT is used with Sustiva. 

Other NNRTIs 

VIRACEPT has not been studied with other NNRTIs. 

Other protease inhibitors: 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

Crixivan® (indinavir) 

The amount of both drugs in your blood may be increased. Currently, there 
are no safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 
Norvir® (ritonavir) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be increased. Currently, there 
are no safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 
Invirase® (saquinavir) 

The amount of saquinavir in your blood may be increased. Currently, there 
are no safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 
WHAT ARE THE SIDE EFFECTS OF VIRACEPT? 

Like all medicines, VIRACEPT can cause side effects. Most of the side 
effects experienced with VIRACEPT have been mild to moderate. Diarrhea 
is the most common side effect in people taking VIRACEPT, and most 
adult patients had at least mild diarrhea at some point during treatment. 
In clinical studies, about 15-20% of patients receiving VIRACEPT 750 mg 
(three tablets) three times daily or 1250 mg (five tablets) two times daily 
had four or more loose stools a day. In most cases, diarrhea can be controlled 
using antidiarrheal medicines, such as Imodium® A-D (loperamide) and 
others, which are available without a prescription. 

Other side effects that occurred in 2% or more of patients receiving 
VIRACEPT include nausea, gas and rash. 

There were other side effects noted in clinical studies that occurred in 
less than 2% of patients receiving VIRACEPT. However, these side effects 
may have been due to other drugs that patients were taking or to the 
illness itself. Except for diarrhea, there were not many differences in side 
effects in patients who took VIRACEPT along with other drugs compared 
with those who took only the other drugs. For a complete list of side 
effects, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 


HOW SHOULD I TAKE VIRACEPT? 

VIRACEPT is available only with your doctor’s prescription. Your doctor 
may prescribe the light blue VIRACEPT Tablets either as 1250 mg (five 
tablets) taken two times a day or as 750 mg (three tablets) taken three 
times a day. VIRACEPT should always be taken with a meal or a light 
snack. VIRACEPT tablets are film-coated to help make the tablets easier 
to swallow. 

Take VIRACEPT exactly as directed by your doctor. Do not increase 
or decrease any dose or the number of doses per day. Also, take this 
medicine for the exact period of time that your doctor has instructed. 

Do not stop taking VIRACEPT without first consulting with your 
doctor, even if you are feeling better. 

Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not 
give VIRACEPT to others or take medicine prescribed for someone else. 
The dosing of VIRACEPT may be different for you than for other patients. 
Follow the directions from your doctor, exactly as written on the 
label. The amount of VIRACEPT in the blood should remain somewhat 
consistent over time. Missing doses will cause the concentration of 
VIRACEPT to decrease; therefore, you should not miss any doses. 
However, if you miss a dose, you should take the dose as soon as 
possible and then take your next scheduled dose and future doses 
as originally scheduled. 

Dosing in adults (including children 14 years of age and older) 

The recommended adult dose of VIRACEPT is 1250 mg (five tablets) 
taken two times a day or 750 mg (three tablets) taken three times a 
day. Each dose should be taken with a meal or light snack. 

Dosing in children 2 to 13 years of age 
The VIRACEPT dose in children depends on their weight. The recommended 
dose is 20 to 30 mg/kg (or 9 to 14 mg/pound) per dose, taken three 
times daily with a meal or light snack. This can be administered either in 
tablet form or, in children unable to take tablets, as VIRACEPT Oral Powder. 
Dose instructions will be provided by the child’s doctor. The dose will be 
given three times daily using the measuring scoop provided, a measuring 
teaspoon, or one or more tablets depending on the weight and age of 
the child. The amount of oral powder or tablets to be given to a child is 
described in the chart below.

In measuring oral powder, the scoop or teaspoon should be level. 

* 1 level scoop contains 50 mg of VIRACEPT. Use only the scoop 
provided with your VIRACEPT bottle. 

11 level teaspoon contains 200 mg of VIRACEPT. Note: A measuring 
teaspoon used for dispensing medication should be used for 
measuring VIRACEPT Oral Powder. Ask your pharmacist to make sure 
you have a medication dispensing teaspoon. 

How should VIRACEPT Oral Powder be prepared? 

The oral powder may be mixed with a small amount of water, milk, 
formula, soy formula, soy milk, dietary supplements, or dairy foods 
such as pudding or ice cream. Once mixed, the entire amount must be 
taken to obtain the full dose. 

Do not mix the powder with any acidic food or juice, such as orange or 
grapefruit juice, apple juice, or apple sauce, because this may create a 
bitter taste. 

Once the powder is mixed, it may be stored at room temperature or 
refrigerated for up to 6 hours. Do not heat the mixed dose once it has 
been prepared. 

Do not add water to bottles of oral powder. 

VIRACEPT powder is supplied with a scoop for measuring. For help in 
determining the exact dose of powder for your child, please ask your 
doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

VIRACEPT Oral Powder contains aspartame, a low-calorie sweetener, 
and therefore should not be taken by children with phenylketonuria (PKU). 
HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE STORED? 

Keep VIRACEPT and all other medicines out of the reach of children. 
Keep bottle closed and store at room temperature (between 59°F and 
86°F) away from sources of moisture such as a sink or other damp 
place. Heat and moisture may reduce the effectiveness of VIRACEPT. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be 
sure that if you throw any medicine away, it is out of the reach of children. 
Discuss all questions about your health with your doctor. If you have 
questions about VIRACEPT or any other medication you are taking, ask 
your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. You can also call 1.888.VIRA.CEPT

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Drug companies drop 
South Africa lawsuit

Jt IDS activists and human 
rights campaigners exploded 
» with joy when it was an¬ 
nounced on Thursday, April 19, that 
39 multinational pharmaceutical 
companies had unconditionally 
dropped their lawsuit against the 
South African government, which 
wanted to provide cheaper versions 
of brand name AIDS drugs for its 
4.7 million AIDS sufferers. 

The companies said that they 
would meet all the legal costs in 
this landmark case to secure med¬ 
ication for Africa’s 26 million HIV 
carriers. 

The leader of the South 
African Treatment Action Cam¬ 
paign, Zackie Achmat, who is 
himself HIV-positive, said that, 
“This is a real triumph of David 
over Goliath, not only for us here 
in South Africa, but for people in 
many other developing countries 
who are struggling for access to 
health care.” 

Most analysts believe that, al¬ 
though the challenge was focused 
specifically on the South African 
legislation, the repercussions will 
be felt by the whole of the devel¬ 
oping world struggling to obtain 
not only antiretroviral drugs for 
treating AIDS, but also basic med¬ 
icines for infections linked to HIV, 
like tuberculosis and meningitis. 

In a joint statement, the drug 
giants - including Bristol-Myers 
Squibb and Merck of the United 
States - recognized that the Re¬ 
public of South Africa “may enact 
national laws or regulations in¬ 
cluding regulations implementing 
Act 90 of 1997 or adopt measures 
necessary to protect public health

E ight years after a brutal rape 
and his senseless murder, 
Brandon Teena received a 
smattering of justice last Friday, 
April 20, when the Nebraska 
Supreme Court ruled that a for¬ 
mer sheriff who should have pro¬ 
tected the transgender man was 
instead negligent and responsible 
for his death. 

In what was perhaps the most 
validating moment for the victim 
since the movie Boys Don’t Cry 
won critical acclaim and an Acad¬ 
emy Award last year, the high 
court’s ruling reversed a lower 
court decision that held Brandon 
Teena partially responsible for his 
own death, awarding $80,000 to

and broaden access to medicine in 
accordance with the South African 
constitution and the Agreement of 
Trade Related Aspects of Intellec¬ 
tual Property Rights - TRIPS.” In 
other words, South Africa can 
produce or import cheap generic 
AIDS drugs. 

Earlier, some multinational 
drug companies were charging up 
to $15,000 for the triple combina¬ 
tion treatment per AIDS patient 
per year, while some companies in 
India, Brazil, and Thailand were 
selling generic drugs for $600 or 
even $250 per patient per year. 

In Africa, which is home to 
about 26 million HIV-positive 
people, most of the population 
has an income of one U.S. dollar 
per day. 

“The outcome of the case sig¬ 
nals a dramatic shift in the balance 
of power between developing 
states and drug companies,” 
Oxfam, Doctors Without Bor- 
ders/Medecins Sans Frontieres, 
and TAC said in a joint statement. 


his mother Joann Brandon, plus 
damages for emotional distress. 

“I am so happy today,” Joann 
Brandon said in a statement. 
“Nothing will bring Teena back, 
but I will sleep better knowing 
that we have found some justice 
for her. And because of this case, 
fewer parents will find their chil¬ 
dren abused and exposed to dan¬ 
ger by law enforcement officials.” 

It was 1993 when Brandon 
Teena was raped by two male ac¬ 
quaintances after they discovered 
his female genitalia. But it was re¬ 
porting the rape to authorities 
that ultimately led to his death: 
Richardson County Sheriff 
Charles Laux not only scoffed at 
Brandon Teena and questioned 
his gender appearance, but told 
the perpetrators about the rape 


“It sends a clear signal to the 
African heads of state that lives 
should and can take precedence 
over patents.” 

The South African Health 
Minister, Dr. Manto Tshabalala- 
Msimang, told the media outside 
the court that, “This is a victory 
not just for South Africa, but for 
Africa and the whole developing 
world ... I would like to say thank 
you to the whole world for sup¬ 
porting us.” She insisted that the 
government had not agreed to any 
deals in exchange for the compa¬ 
nies to drop their case. 

However, in the joint state¬ 
ment, President Thabo Mbeki’s 
government reiterated its com¬ 
mitment to honor its internation¬ 
al obligations, including TRIPS. 

After a long night of celebra¬ 
tions, the next morning following 
the court victory some AIDS ac¬ 
tivists, including Achmat, admitted 
that, “The difficult job starts now.” 

He was referring to the need to 
mobilize all resources to provide 
antiretroviral medication to as 
many people as possible in South 
Africa, where up to 5,000 people 
die every week of AIDS and AIDS- 
related diseases. 

U.S. Congresswoman Barbara 
Lee (D-Oakland), supported the 
pharmaceutical companies’ deci¬ 
sion to drop the lawsuit. “Address¬ 
ing the issue of access to afford¬ 
able life-saving HIV/AIDS medi¬ 
cines and technologies is only one 
part of our comprehensive strate¬ 
gy to combating AIDS, but it is a 
crucial one,” said Lee. “We must 
not tolerate the current policy that 
dictates that life with a manage¬ 
able illness is possible if you are 
wealthy, but death from AIDS is 
certain if you are poor.” T

report. A week later, those men 
tracked Brandon Teena down and 
shot him and two friends to 
death. 

Laux was “demeaning, ac¬ 
cusatory, and intimidating,” the 
court said in its ruling, calling him 
more concerned with the victim’s 
sexuality than the rape. 

Dozens of civil rights groups, 
including the Lambda Legal De¬ 
fense and Education Fund and 
GenderPAC, filed briefs in the 
case. 

Brandon Teena’s killers remain 
in prison, one with a life sentence 
and the other facing the death 
penalty. But most significant in 
the whole ordeal is the fact that a 
court has finally said that being 
transgender does not make one’s 
life less worthy of protection. T

news conference held at the Na¬ 
tional Press Club on April 25, 
2000, even before she began her 
official duties, did nothing to allay 
skeptics’ reservations. She looked 
like a deer in the headlights trying 
to handle even the most basic 
questions concerning the gay and 
lesbian community. And she con¬ 
stantly had to refer to staff for an¬ 
swers. 

Colleagues at other organiza¬ 
tions that work with NGLTF, speak¬ 
ing on the condition of anonymity, 
said that Toledo’s limited knowl¬ 


edge and experience working in the 
gay and lesbian community ham¬ 
pered her effectiveness over the last 
year. They were not surprised by 
her departure. 

Clark said that Toledo’s recent 
coming out had not hindered her 
effectiveness at the task force. He 
seemed genuinely surprised by 
her resignation. 

Stretching back into the 1980s, 
the last six executive directors at 
NGLTF have been female. That 
has prompted some to ask if a 
“males need not apply” sign hangs 
outside the office. 

Clark was familiar with the 
criticism. He said that he would be 
“delighted” if the next executive 


director were male, but that they 
would continue to hire the best 
person for the job, regardless of 
gender. He pointed out that there 
is rough gender parity in senior 
level positions within the organi¬ 
zation. 

Some are speculating that po¬ 
litical director McFeeley has the 
inside track to be named executive 
director. That would perhaps ex¬ 
plain why he joined the task force 
staff last January. He served more 
than five years as executive direc¬ 
tor of what was then called the 
Human Rights Campaign Fund, 
now called the Human Rights 
Campaign, stepping down at the 
end of 1994. ▼

Barney Frank 
addresses marijuana, 
privacy, and medicine

R epresentative Barney Frank 
(D-Massachusetts) was crit¬ 
ical of the country’s drug 
laws when he addressed the annu¬ 
al conference of the National Or¬ 
ganization to Reform Marijuana 
Laws on Saturday, April 21 in 
Washington, D.C. 

“Ninety-plus percent of the ex¬ 
amples we have of police practices 
that violate privacy are driven by the 
drug laws,” Frank said. “If any one 
of us goes outside and is robbed, 
mugged, or our cars are vandalized, 
we become the best friends of the 
police” and try to help them, he 
said. But with victimless crimes 
such as recreational drug use, “nor¬ 
mal police techniques don’t work, 
there are no complaining witnesses. 
The police are driven to violate peo¬ 
ple’s privacy by the nature of the so- 
called crime.” 

“I do not advocate people 
using various mind-altering sub¬ 
stances, the less of that you do, the 
better,” he said, including tobacco, 
alcohol, and marijuana on that 
list. “The disparity with which we 
treat marijuana compared to alco¬ 
hol and tobacco can only be ex¬ 
plained by the fact that marijuana 
has historically been seen by a lot 
of Americans as a badge of the 
counterculture,” from jazz musi¬ 
cians and people of color in the 
1930s to the hippies and protest¬ 
ers of the 1960s. 

Frank said conservatives have 
argued that federal programs such 
as those for the homeless, welfare, 
and public housing have spent bil¬ 
lions of dollars without measur¬ 
ably changing the situation, there¬ 
fore the programs are ineffective 
and should be cut. “Nowhere is 
that analogy more conclusive than 


with the drug wars,” yet conserva¬ 
tives continue advocate spending 
even more on those failed policy. 

He credited conservatives with 
having “accurately educated 
America as to the power of the free 
market. It is the case that if a large 
number of people have money 
and the desire to buy something, 
then it is very hard for government 
to get in their way. They absolute¬ 
ly ignore that fact when it comes 
to the drug program.” 

“I do not think that there is a 
dumber policy pursued by any 
government anywhere in the 
world than for the United States to 
try physically to keep drugs out of 
America.” He thought that the 
military, Immigration and Natu¬ 
ralization Service, and other agen¬ 
cies could probably keep all hors¬ 
es from being brought into the 
country. “But as the commodity to 
be brought is more easily con¬ 
cealed, the percentage is going to 
go up. ... If you can’t keep drugs 
out of a maximum security 
prison, how the hell are you going 
to keep them out of Texas?” 

Frank believes that a states’ 
rights approach makes legal sense 
in areas such as medical marijua¬ 
na, where the direct effect of the 
policy does not extend across state 
borders. He chastised conserva¬ 
tives who embrace this argument 
when it comes to issues they favor, 
such as the death penalty, but then 
call for federal intervention when 
voters pass referenda on medical 
marijuana as has happened in 
California and a handful of other 
states. “You can’t turn that on and 
off, it’s not a water faucet,” he said. 

Frank introduced the States’ 
Rights to Medical Marijuana Act 
(HR1344), along with nine co¬ 
sponsors, on April 3. It would 
amend the Controlled Substances 


Act to move marijuana from 
Schedule I to a Schedule II. And it 
would allow physicians to pre¬ 
scribe or recommend marijuana 
as therapy as applicable under 
state law. 

He believes that several themes 
resonate well with the American 
public. One that he urged advo¬ 
cates to emphasize is the correla¬ 
tion of privacy violations by the 
government with the drug war. 
Another is the huge amount of 
money wasted on interdiction, 
prosecution, and imprisonment 
of people for drug use. 

Frank called for traditional 
lobbying techniques of writing 
and visiting their elected officials. 
He downplayed the role that 
money plays in politics, particu¬ 
larly on this issue. “Money will not 
beat public opinion.” 

When audience members 
asked about the need for large 
demonstrations to show visibility, 
citing what the gay community 
had done in this area, Frank was 
withering in his criticism. He said 
that the largest of them, the 1993 
March on Washington, “came and 
went and left no trace” in the halls 
of Congress. Furthermore, the 
media will focus on the “wackos.” 
With the gay march, “it was the 
guys in dog collars and jock straps, 
I don’t think that is helpful.” While 
opposed to mass demonstrations, 
he thought that coming out as 
“smokers” to friends and relatives 
was helpful. 

The public is ahead of politi¬ 
cians on this issue, said Frank, 
“They know what works and what 
doesn’t work.” He pointed to elec¬ 
tion results in states were medical 
marijuana has been on the ballot. 
And he closed by saying, “We have 
the opportunity to make Ameri¬ 
can drug policy less stupid.” T 


N0RML confab tackles medical pot

W estern medicine has relied 
upon plants as the basis 
for much of its work, tak¬ 
ing extracts and making synthetic 
versions of what is found in na¬ 
ture, Dr. John Morgan, a pharma¬ 
cologist at the CUNY medical 
school, explained to those attend¬ 
ing the National Organization for 
the Reform of Marijuana Laws an¬ 
nual convention in Washington, 
D.C., on April 20. 

The main active ingredient in 
marijuana appears to be the 
cannabinoid known by the chem¬ 
ical shorthand of THC, though 
many argue that some of the other 
cannabinoid molecules found in 
the plant may also play a medici¬ 
nal role. Marinol is the trade name 
of the synthetic version of THC 
approved for sale in this country 
under strict regulation. 

Morgan said, and many who 
have used it agree, that Marinol is 
a heavy-handed approach. Only 
one dosing strength is available 
and it takes a long time to be ab¬ 
sorbed and metabolized by the 
body. Other methods of adminis¬ 
tration, such as a vaporizer/in¬ 
haler, a liquid suspension held 
under the tongue, or perhaps a 


skin patch similar to one used to 
stop smoking, might offer more 
immediate and better calibrated 
delivery of cannabinoids. But gov¬ 
ernment restrictions have inhibit¬ 
ed such research. 

He concluded, “The govern¬ 
ment’s decision to prosecute mar¬ 
ijuana smokers [while licensing 
the sale of Marinol] is akin to en¬ 
couraging the taking of synthetic 
vitamin C by outlawing orange 
juice.” 

California researcher Dale 
Gieringer is working on ways to 
make inhaled marijuana safer by 
reducing or eliminating the cancer 
causing byproducts associated with 
all smoked materials. He said re¬ 
searchers first tried water pipes but 
found that water filtered out the 
THC as well as the carcinogens. 
People simply smoked more to get 
the required effect of THC and 
there was no net gain in safety. 

He held up an “M-l volatizer,” 
calling it “basically a high tech cig¬ 
arette lighter.” The prototype heats 
marijuana to a temperature suffi¬ 
cient to turn cannabinoids into a 
gas but not hot enough to do the 
same to benzene and other car¬ 
cinogenic byproducts that come 
from burning materials. 

Researchers have found that 
cannabinoids volatilize, or sepa¬ 


rate and become airborne, at tem¬ 
peratures of about 180 degrees 
centigrade. The cancer-causing 
chemicals require the higher tem¬ 
perature associated with combus¬ 
tion (230 degrees centigrade) in 
order to form and become air¬ 
borne, so none were present at the 
lower level. At the end of the ex¬ 
periment most of the cannabi¬ 
noids seem to have been drawn 
from the marijuana, while the 
sample maintained its form and 
was still green, Gieringer said. 

He showed how many medical 
marijuana users in California are 
now jerry-rigging their own vola- 
tizers. They use a paint stripper 
heat gun and a bong, “let it run for 
a few seconds [to heat the mari¬ 
juana] and then inhale.” He said a 
paint gun with a rechargeable bat¬ 
tery “is good for 30-50 tokes.” 

Oakland physician Tod 
Mikuriya said that he has smoked 
marijuana since 1964, but two 
months ago switched to the paint 
gun option, “and I can moralisti- 
cally say, I don’t smoke marijua¬ 
na.” 

Ethan Russo, whose research at 
the University of Montana focus¬ 
es on herbs and natural products, 
said that 80 percent of migraine 
sufferers get systematic relief from 
smoking cannabis. T

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Religious groups offer 
support to Rosenkrantz

Hk ay prisoner Robert 
■ !■ Rosenkrantz is getting a 
boost from religious groups, 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union, and a former member of 
the parole board. 

Last Wednesday, April 18, three 
religious denominations repre¬ 
sented by the ACLU affiliates of 
Northern and Southern Califor¬ 
nia, filed a brief in support of 
Rosenkrantz who is challenging 
Governor Gray Davis’s decisions 
to block his parole. The “friend- 
of-the-court” brief urges the Los 
Angeles County Superior Court to 
overrule the governor and release 
Rosenkrantz. 

The L.A. court will consider ar¬ 
guments on the case next month. 
A bail hearing scheduled for this 
Friday, April 27, will determine 
whether to release Rosenkrantz on 
bail pending that hearing. 

In a brief telephone interview 
on Sunday, April 22, Rosenkrantz 
told the Bay Area Reporter that he 
hadn’t heard about the new sup¬ 
port. 

“I’ve had no contact with the 
outside in a week,” he said. 

The religious groups, along 
with Albert M. Leddy, former 
chairman of the California Board 
of Prison Terms, said that 
Rosenkrantz is a victim of a poli¬ 
cy that violates state and federal 
law. The religious groups include 
the California Council of Church¬ 
es, the Board of Rabbis of North¬ 
ern California, and the California 
Province of the Society of Jesus, 
better known as the Jesuits. 

“We urge Governor Davis to 
reconsider his policy of refusing to 
release inmates convicted of mur¬ 
der who have been recommended 
for parole and are not considered 
a danger to society,” wrote Scott 
Anderson of the California Coun¬ 
cil of Churches in a statement re¬ 
leased to reporters. 

“The governor’s policy robs so-

way of setting an example for 
other employees” who might seek 
to come out. 

Formation 

“We decided we would form a 
group to defend our rights and the 
PACs, and to fight HIV/AIDS and 
homophobia,” said Dariosecq. 

PACs are the French legal ver¬ 
sion of domestic partners, dis¬ 
armingly known in French as 
“concubinage” (cohabitation). 
PACs are recognized by the French 
state as a civil union roughly 
equivalent to marriage. But not 
entirely. 

This may sound familiar to an 
American audience: the missing 
parts given to legally married het¬ 
erosexual couples but denied to 
French DPs include work bonus 
provisions, and paid benefits for 
spouses including insurance and 
retirement. 

Dariosecq, who was president 
for the group’s first year, said C 
GAY is open to all and welcomes 
gay-friendly colleagues. It is press¬ 
ing for benefits for all PACs, gay 
and straight. 

Even within the relatively liber¬ 
al Canal+ TV group, which de¬ 
votes 44 percent of its program- 


ciety of those inmates who are re¬ 
habilitated, remorseful, and re¬ 
pentant and who want to return 
as productive members to their 
communities,” Anderson added. 
“Mr. Rosenkrantz is such a man.” 

Anderson told the B.A.R. that 
although it’s often unpopular in 
the current political climate in 
California, he believes it is impor¬ 
tant for religious groups to take a 
stand to support basic human 
rights for prisoners. 

“We’ve been very concerned 
about the direction of corrections 
in this state and that there is no 
money for rehabilitation and that 
there’s no concern for the human¬ 
ity of those convicted of crimes,” 
Anderson said. 

Rosenkrantz, 33, was convict¬ 
ed of second-degree murder for 
the 1985 shooting of his former 
schoolmate, Steve Redman, in 
Calabasas, in Los Angeles County. 
A week before the shooting, Red¬ 
man broke Rosenkrantz’s nose 
and outed him to his parents. 
Rosenkrantz said he threatened to 
shoot up Redman’s car if he did¬ 
n’t take back the outing. 
Rosenkrantz said he turned the 
gun away from the car and toward 
Redman and opened fire after 
Redman refused to take back the 
outing and continued to call him 
a faggot. 

Davis spokesman Byron Tuck¬ 
er told the B.A.R. that the gover¬ 
nor believes Rosenkrantz deserves 
to spend more time behind bars. 

“This was a brutal heinous 
crime,” said Tucker. “Mr. 
Rosenkrantz carefully planned, 
practiced, and prepared for the 
killing of Mr. Redman. This was a 
violent act. And the governor feels 
that Mr. Rosenkrantz is not suit¬ 
able for parole.” 

Davis once vowed that he 
would never allow the parole of a 
convicted murderer. Tucker de¬ 
nied that Davis has a blanket pol¬ 
icy against parole and said he 
carefully considers the merits of 
each case. 


ming to “le cinema,” there are still 
stumbling blocks. Not all manage¬ 
ment is receptive to the idea of a 
queer association, and there are 
trade unions which require some 
convincing. 

Nonetheless the top brass were 
amenable to the proposal from 
employees willing to be open 
about their sexuality (many more 
are closeted, Dariosecq noted). 

“It was unthinkable for the 
network to refuse us,” said Dar¬ 
iosecq. “First, we have a program 
where the anchor talks about gay- 
related information. Canal+ is the 
first European network to broad¬ 
cast gay fiction, films, programs, 
documentaries. They’re the num¬ 
ber one, ahead of all the others. 
They could not refuse. It would be 
illogical.” 

While the group was not al¬ 
lowed to adopt the company’s 
logo (for example, as C+GAY), its 
purple logo is featured on a page 
in the glossy Canal+ illustrated 
promotion book. 

Since Dariosecq’s term expired 
(he is now vice president), C GAY 
has taken another step in a coun¬ 
try where many lesbians are clos¬ 
eted for fear of being judged in a 
largely male-dominated commer¬ 
cial society. 

The group has elected as its 
new president Anne Maurice, 
“une lesbienne.” T 


Since taking office two years 
ago, Davis has only allowed the 
parole of one convicted murderer. 
That was last fall when he allowed 
for the parole of a woman con¬ 
victed of second-degree murder 
for killing her abusive boyfriend 
in 1985. 

Although not issuing an opin¬ 
ion specifically on the 
Rosenkrantz case, the Archbishop 
of Los Angeles, Cardinal Roger 
Mahony, has strongly urged Davis 
to reconsider his parole policy. In 
a letter to Davis last October, Ma¬ 
hony wrote: “I would ask you to 
reconsider your policy that takes 
away the only real incentive in¬ 
mates currently have to commit 
themselves to genuine rehabilita¬ 
tion.” 

State legislators have become 
increasingly frustrated over how 
the Davis-appointed Board of 
Prison Terms, as the parole board 
is formally known, does its job. 
Last week, a state Senate panel 
eliminated the BPT’s $28.4 mil¬ 
lion in funding for the next fiscal 
year. Lawmakers say they will re¬ 
store the panel’s budget when they 
get concrete answers addressing 
the many concerns over the de¬ 
partment’s handling of parole. 

The BPT is made up of nine 
commissioners. Each commis¬ 
sioner earns an annual salary of 
$99,693, not including per diem 
payments for travel to prisons 
throughout the state. T

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Auto insurance: Don’t be without it

■H he following is an occasion- 
1 1 al column compiled by the 
If AIDS Legal Referral Panel 
on issues of concern to people liv¬ 
ing with AIDS. 

Dear ALRP: 

I was driving my friend home 
from a bar we go to, and it was pret¬ 
ty late. The streets were empty, so I 
was speeding a little. We saw a po¬ 
lice car two blocks away 
and I slowed down. I told 
my friend that was pret¬ 
ty close, because I don’t 
even have car insur¬ 
ance. But since I have 
HIV, I need my car to 
get to doctor appoint¬ 
ments. Insurance 
costs a lot, and living 
in San Francisco is so 
expensive, I tend to 
cut corners (not while actually dri- 
ving, of course). My friend hit the 
roof (it’s a small car) when he found 
out I don’t have insurance, and said 
I could be in very big trouble. 

What is the problem? The car 
isn’t even worth very much, so why 
bother? 

Spinning My Wheels 
Dear Spinning: 

People with HIV, like all other 
Californians, must have car insur¬ 
ance if they own a car and drive it. 
California Vehicle Code section 
16020 requires you to show proof 
that you have automobile insur¬ 
ance. If you are caught without it, 
you face the possibility of a fine of 


up to $250 and penalties like im¬ 
pounding your car and a notice to 
appear in court. If you are in an 
accident, you may also face civil 
suits from the other drivers and 
their insurance companies. 

You better shop around ... 

If you’ve got to have it, you 
might as well get the right kind at 
the right price, so you better shop 
around. The best ways to find out 
about auto insurance is to talk to 
family members, friends, the De¬ 
partment of Insurance, or 
the insurance compa¬ 
nies themselves and 
ask about their cover¬ 
age options. 

First, make a list 
of issues that are im¬ 
portant to you. Con¬ 
sider your mileage 
and the use of your 
vehicle (i.e. recre¬ 
ational or merely 
transportation to and from work). 
There are several different coverage 
options to choose from. Below is a 
list of some common options: 

• Automatic vehicle rental: after 
an auto accident, you will auto¬ 
matically receive a rental car with¬ 
in 48 hours and travel expenses 
are covered; 

• Comprehensive coverage: 
damage due to fire or theft; 

• Collision coverage: collision 
between two vehicles or a vehicle 
and object; 

• Road service: mechanic assis¬ 
tance; 

• Towing: tow vehicle from 
scene of accident; 

• Uninsured motorist coverage, 


bodily injury, and property dam¬ 
age: bodily injury of driver and 
passenger and/or property dam¬ 
age caused by uninsured motorist.

Second, consider the cost of 
the premium. Let’s be honest, 
times are financially straining for 
people in the Bay Area with the 
cost of housing and electricity. But 
for many people with HIV, own¬ 
ing a car is also a basic necessity - 
besides getting to your doctor ap¬ 
pointments, you may need a car if

you work, or intend to return to 
work. According to the California 
Department of Motor Vehicles, 
state law requires that drivers and 
vehicle owners carry the following 
minimum monetary monetary 
limits: 

• $15,000 for injury or death of 
one person per accident; 

• $30,000 for injury or death of 
two or more persons per accident; 

• $5,000 for property damage 
per accident. 

Therefore, it is important to 
find a financially suitable policy. 
Policy rates are based on age, the 
driver’s safety record, marital sta¬ 
tus, years of driving, annual 
mileage (keep in mind the less you 
drive the less you pay), and other 
factors. You can also keep costs 
low by having a higher deductible

There may be no symptoms 
until anal warts or AIN develop. AIN is often treated with surgery, 
and this can be quite painful. 

Joel Palefsky, MD, of the University of California, San Francisco is 
participating in a research study of a non-surgical investigational 
drug for high grade AIN in HIV negative men. 

Qualified volunteers may receive related medical services, including: 

• Study-related medical examinations 

• Study-related laboratory blood work 

• Study-related diagnostic procedures 

• Investigational study medication

from the insurance company. 
However, if you choose to get a 
higher deductible you open the 
door to paying more out of pock¬ 
et expenses in case of an accident. 

Also inquire about discounts 
(i.e., senior drivers, students, mul¬ 
tiple cars and good drivers). 
Under the law, good drivers (who 
have one or less points on their 
record and have been licensed for 
three years) must receive a 20 per¬ 
cent discount. If you are eligible 
and the insurance company refus¬ 
es to comply with this law, contact 
the California Department of In-

surance at 1-800-743-5000, or at 
www.insurance.ca.gov. Don’t be 
afraid to ask. 

Remember, a closed mouth 
never gets fed. If your premium is 
still too high consider the Depart¬ 
ment of Insurance’s low-income 
pilot program in Los Angeles and 
San Francisco counties. When you 
renew your insurance, the Califor¬ 
nia Insurance Code requires that 
the insurance company put in 
separate writing any discounts 
that are available to you. 

Payment options 

Finally, when budgeting, con¬ 
sider payment periods. Inquire if 
there are payment period options, 
such as pay in full; month to 
month, every other month, or pay 
for six months at a time. Keep in 
mind that premiums are just like 
credit cards and if you don’t pay 
the full balance, interest will be 
added. Another possibility is to fi¬ 
nance your premium with a 
short-term loan from a bank. 


Once you have the policy, don’t 
just stick it in the drawer. Immedi¬ 
ately read your policy to check for 
inaccuracies or ambiguous lan¬ 
guage. If corrections are needed, 
contact the company promptly. 
Some companies provide a period 
of only 10 to 30 days to request cor¬ 
rections or adjustments. After that 
time you are stuck with the policy. 

Owning a car can be really im¬ 
portant for many reasons - re¬ 
turning to work, getting to the 
doctor’s office or other necessities. 
But if you are going to drive, you 
need insurance, so try to find a 
policy with the coverage you need 
at the right price. It won’t do you 
any good if you have the insur¬ 
ance but can’t afford the gas.

gays and lesbians to sue for the 
wrongful death of a partner. 
Migden told the Bay Area Reporter 
that she was “thrilled” by the news 
of her grand marshal victory. 

“Being selected by my friends 
and family means the world to 
me,” said Migden. “Pride weekend 
is always a momentous celebra¬ 
tion, and I can’t wait to get the 
party started.” 

The achievements of the other 
winners are also noteworthy. As 
supervisor, Leno has authored 
everything from medical marijua¬ 
na procedures to health benefits 
for transgender city employees. As 


an activist, Cramer served on the 
boards of the Names Project and 
the Millennium March, and cur¬ 
rently serves on the board of the 
LGBT Community Center Project. 
As a photographer, he propelled 
positive images of the LGBT com¬ 
munity into the world. Queen, 
well-known for her work at Good 
Vibrations, is also an outspoken 
activist and writer. And Reinhardt 
has raised more money for AIDS 
through the annual Leather Walk 
than any of her predecessors. 

Winners in the celebrity catego¬ 
ry may or may not accept and be 
able to attend the celebration, but 
confirmation is expected within 
the next few weeks. Stone, wife of 
San Francisco Chronicle executive 
editor Phil Bronstein, is a local 


celebrity. As for the organization 
grand marshal, Sister Kitty Catalyst 
called the title a “queerific honor.” 

“As an extra bonus, anyone 
who touches the hem of our 
habits on the parade route will 
have all their stigmatic guilt 
turned into mere fluff before the 
eyes of the goddess,” she said. 

It should be noted that this 
year’s election was close; several 
contenders with brave and noble 
achievements missed by a matter 
of a few dozen votes. 

Grand marshals will travel the 
parade route along Market Street 
when it kicks off on Sunday, June 
24. San Francisco’s Pride Parade, 
one of the largest events of its kind 
in the world, attracted over 
750,000 people last year. ▼

ers to the overall benefits package 
for city employees. But it was his 
comments opposing the measure 
that caused activists and politi¬ 
cians to react with horror, partic¬ 
ularly because Hall dismissed liv¬ 
ing as transgender as merely being 
uncomfortable with one’s appear¬ 
ance. If transgender surgery were 
covered, he implied, what would 
stop the masses from stepping for¬ 
ward to demand the same cover¬ 
age for their own cosmetic griev¬ 
ances? Genital surgery, for in¬ 
stance, would discriminate against 
non-transgenders who want penis 
enlargements. 

A medical need 

But hormones and surgery, ex¬ 
plained Leno, would be covered 
based on a diagnosis that certifies 
medical need. 

“We’re not pulling new disor¬ 
ders out of the air,” Leno told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “This has been 
a recognized medically diagnosed 
condition for over a half century. 
Let’s not belittle the community 
that is challenged by gender iden¬ 
tity by comparing their needs to 
someone who wants hair trans¬ 
plants.” 

The reported comments from 
Hall’s constituents actually “get at 
the core of what we’re talking 
about,” said Leno, “which is af¬ 
fording people respect and digni¬ 
ty for who they are.” 


“The supervisor’s questions at 
the board meeting inspired fur¬ 
ther discussion and debate, which 
is good because we’re raising con¬ 
sciousness,” said Leno, noting his 
surprise at Hall’s opposition. 
“However, a little foreknowledge 
of such questions is appreciated.” 

Robert Haaland, a transgender 
activist and vice president of the 
Harvey Milk LGBT Democratic 
Club, responded swiftly to Hall’s 
comments by writing a letter to 
the ill-advised supervisor. 

“As a voter in San Francisco, I 
resisted believing all the misinfor¬ 
mation that various news sources 
has spread about you. Specifically, 
they frequently portrayed you as a 
bigot,” Haaland’s letter said, refer¬ 
ring to Hall’s reputation on the 
campaign trail last year. 

“Yesterday, you told reporters 
that you see gender reassignment 
surgery as a choice. I suspect 
many, who are not informed or 
educated on the issue, may share

your view. However, as a leader, 
you have a responsibility to learn 
and educate your constituents, 
not pander to bigotry in your dis¬ 
trict. The ‘will of the people’ has 
justified some of the worst crimes 
in history.” 

Indeed, Hall’s statements, even 
if backed by numerous members 
of his district, are not only mis¬ 
guided, but unpopular to boot. As 
an editorial in the San Francisco 
Chronicle stated earlier this week, 
“The city’s workforce already in¬ 
cludes a police officer, human 
rights investigator and public 
health worker who changed sex 
because of deeply-felt need, not 
whimsy.” 

This Monday’s meeting is ex¬ 
pected to draw a crowd, and if all 
goes as Leno anticipates, produce 
the nine votes needed for the 
health benefits to pass. The Board 
of Supervisors meets at 2 p.m. in 
the legislative chamber on the sec¬ 
ond floor of City Hall. ▼

W hile the controversy over 
the potential ban of ads 
depicting PWAs as Crixi- 
van-gulping rock climbers and 
AIDS cocktail-swilling hunks on 
kayaks rages on, in some 
cases, people with AIDS 
are actually doing such 
things, but not as shills for 
pharmaceutical companies. 

If you’re a person with 
AIDS, and you want to give 
those sporty models a run for 
their money, take an 
outdoor prescription 
with Healing Waters, 
the nonprofit that’s 
been sponsoring free 
and low-cost wilder¬ 
ness adventures for immune-sup- 
pressed folks and their families 
and friends. 

But this is no poz-only group. 
All are welcome to the mostly les¬ 
bian and gay-guided treks, but the 
purpose of Healing Waters’ HIV 
groups is to provide an adventure 
with a supportive environment, 
where people with AIDS concerns 
don’t have to make apologies, ex¬ 
cuses, or worry about their kayak 
partners’ potential fears and mis¬ 
conceptions. 

Founder and Executive Direc¬ 
tor Cale Siler had a special mission 


to form the group. When he had 
an unsafe sexual experience, it so 
traumatized him that he became 
determined to help others get over 
the fear of having AIDS take over 
- and limit - their lives. 

After several tests, he remained 
HIV-negative, but “that experi¬ 
ence was so powerful for me, I 
took stock of what I 
could do, and 
thought, well, I can 
take people out and give 
them a weekend where they 
feel empowered and loved.” 
Started in 1996, Siler, who 
trained to be a sea 
kayaking guide, has 
led trips around the 
world. 

Siler’s mother is an 
outdoorsy mainstay 
on many trips (his family is from 
Tahoe), providing the support 
along with a few employees and 
several volunteers. The group start¬ 
ed to grow. “Funders started com¬ 
ing out of the woodwork without 
our even soliciting,” said Siler. 

Starting with a meager two 
trips a year, they have expanded to 
leading adventures each weekend. 

Snow flaky 

Nature trips come in a variety 
of difficulty levels and settings. 
“Some people have never slept 
outside. And those are my fa¬ 


vorites, bringing this experience to 
them,” said Siler. Healing Waters 
has sponsored trips for up to 
2,000 participants. 

“For folks who want a really 
low-impact trip, the cross-coun¬ 
try skiing trips are really popular,” 
he said. “You can hang out at the 
cabin, build snowmen.” 

Trips usually are managed to 
avoid excess traffic or unpleasant 
situations, like one trip inland 
through snow-bound traffic. One 
man, Randall, arrived with the 
group at an exhaustingly late 5 a.m. 
While most collapsed to bed, Ran¬ 
dall was found snapping pictures 
of snow drifts in the dark, simply 
happy to enjoy the pristine beauty. 

Those looking for an active 
weekend will be happy. “The next 
step up includes snowshoe trips. 
After that would be the Whitewa¬ 
ter trips,” Siler said. More mellow, 
yet environmentally interactive, 
are the kayaking trips. You don’t 
even have to row if you prefer to 
ride in a two-person kayak. Just sit 
back and enjoy the nearby wildlife 
as you paddle along the Point 
Reyes shoreline. 

Campy 

In the past year, Healing Waters 
has doubled its number of trips, 
with adventures taking place each 
weekend. They offer both “bene¬ 
fit” trips, where guests pay to cover 
their costs and support the group, 
and “participant” trips, where 
PWAs and people with cancer can 
experience the sort of adventure 
they might never dare alone. 

Whitewater rafting trips are 
very popular with Bay Areans. 
Few thrills beat the rolling excite¬ 
ment of paddling down a refresh¬ 
ing stream. The South Fork of the 
American River is a Class 3 river, 
perfect for first-timers and sea¬ 
soned paddlers. Dates in 2001 in¬ 
clude June 1-3, July 27-29, and 
August 24-26. The $265 cost in¬ 
cludes lodging, equipment, and 
hearty camping meals. 

Want to kayak within yards of 
orcas, dolphins and eagles? Join 
the June San Juan Islands trek to 
Washington. To pay, the trip is 
$765, or for PWAs or people with 
cancer, free. 

For an even more exotic ad¬ 
venture, you can partake of Heal¬ 
ing Waters treks to Nepal, where 
Katmandu offers mountain-high 
views from the top of the world. 
Another far-off journey goes to 
Costa Rica, where you can do your 
“Just Jack” impersonations for the 
howler monkeys. 

Fun funds 

How can they afford it? Private 
and corporate funding. Healing 
Waters’ “Touch More Lives” cam¬ 
paign raised over $100,000 result¬ 
ing in the purchase of a van, rafts, 
wet suits, skis, life vests, and other 
equipment. They also receive a 
number of in-kind donations 


from ad companies and outdoors 
equipment dealers. 

SMMILE, Saatchi & Saatchi, 
the Wells Fargo Foundation, and 
the Moonwalk Fund are some of 
the big donors. The Moonwalk 
Fund was created by two gay men 
who died of AIDS and wanted to 
focus their legacy on activity-ori¬ 
ented PWA activities. 

Trips for all people include a 
backpacking guide school for 
$285 that teaches how to become 
a skilled backpacker and support 
person for groups trips. 

As to the perception that only 
those on certain over-advertised 
medications can climb every 
mountain, Siler prefers to limit his 
promotion to his trips, “I would 
definitely put more faith in our pro¬ 
gram than in Crixivan. I mean, it’s 
advertising. Putting on Nikes isn’t 
going to make you Michael Jordan.” 

No matter what your level of 
experience - or medication - vol¬ 
unteers are invited to help out on 
trips, organize fundraising and 
administrative activities and, if 
you qualify, go on trips as well.

were a lot of gay people there al¬ 
ready, both men and women. The 
company was quite proud of the 
fact that I had a book on The New 
York Times bestseller list.” 

While her literary career in¬ 
cludes four books of poetry and a 
novel about Native-American 
women, it is her novels with gay 
male characters that have gar¬ 
nered her the most attention and 
overshadowed many other themes 
in her works. In the 1970s, Warren 
authored two other gay-themed 
novels, The Fancy Dancer (1976), 
about a young Catholic priest’s at¬ 
traction for a biracial mechanic 
with a criminal record, and The 
Beauty Queen (1978), about the 
closeted father of a homophobic, 
born-again Anita Bryant-like 
politician. While Warren fore¬ 
shadowed many contemporary is¬ 
sues such as gay parenting, media 
outing, and gay civil rights, the 
notion of a lesbian writing a pop¬ 
ular series of gay men’s novels also 
captured some criticism. 

“I don’t say to myself that I’m 
going to sit down and write a story 
about men,” Warren says. “I had no 
idea that that would be an issue. Be¬ 
cause in the mainstream, generally 
the genders are free to write about 
one another. Women can write 
about men and men can write 
about women, and it’s no big deal. 
It’s really not until I published The 
Front Runner and came out that I 
discovered that there was a huge 
political issue out there that I had 
stumbled into. I have been dealing 
with this question every since.” 

Warren notes that “page for 
page, over the years, I have written 
as much about women as I have 
about men,” and believes it’s im¬ 
portant to focus on developing 
strong characters first. 

“It’s something challenging for 
the genders to write about one an¬ 
other,” she says. “It creates riches 
of understanding between the 
genders that I think we need in the 
gay world.” 

In 1993, after an unhappy ex¬ 
perience with her publishers, Ran¬ 
dom House and Ballantine, on her 
novel about Native-American 
women, One is the Sun, Warren 
acquired the rights to her earlier 
books and started a company, 
Wildcat Press, with a business 
partner, Tyler St. Mark, to publish 
her own writings, including her 
most recent effort, The Wild Man. 

“There’s a trend in the business 
today for writers to go indepen¬ 
dent,” Warren says. “Often there 
are issues of creative control, no 
different than in the record indus¬ 
try or the film industry.” 

After a long and protracted 
legal battle, Warren has also ac¬ 
quired the film rights back to The 
Front Runner. 

“It took me four years of litiga¬ 
tion, and we now have an inde¬ 
pendent company developing it,” 
she says. 

Warren, who is co-writing the 
screenplay with Barry Sandler 
(who wrote the screenplay for 
Making Love), says the battle to 
turn the popular novel into a film 
is still not over. 

“There are gay people in the 
film industry who aren’t interest¬ 
ed in seeing a movie version of 
The Front Runner,” she says. “They 
are more interested in doing 
things like Queer as Folk. What’s 
amazing is that we know from let¬ 
ters and e-mails that there are a lot 
of people out there who would 
buy tickets to the movie. We are 
going to stick to our guns and 
hope to pull this off.” ▼

in the early 1970s and forced the 
Amateur Athletic Union to change 
its discriminatory rules. But it has 
also been the popularity of The 
Front Runner which has led her to 
become a guest speaker at high 
schools and universities around 
the country. Warren has also 
served as an advocate for many 
gay youth causes, including a stint 
on the Los Angeles school dis¬ 
trict’s Human Relations Educa¬ 
tion Commission. In 1995, she 
founded the Patricia Nell Warren 
Endowment Fund, which helps 
gay youths pursue careers in the 
arts. The idea for the endowment 
began when Warren was a volun¬ 
teer teacher for gay students in a 
Los Angeles drop-out program. 

“A number of my students were 
incredibly gifted artistically, and it 
was almost as if their creative gifts 
had been their lifejackets,” she says. 
“Most of them were runaways or 
had been in severe problems at 
home and had dropped out. They 
were interested in filmmaking or 
writing or art or poetry. But for 
them to think about a career in the 
arts was a really big step. They did¬ 
n’t have any idea how to go about 
it. So I started this endowment 
fund to identify students who I felt 
were exceptionally talented in the 
arts and who were also very eco¬ 
nomically-challenged. One thing I 
learned is that it often doesn’t take 
a lot of money to help out.” 

Warren uses the Fund to help 
students with specific needs, 
whether aiding with tuition or 
buying supplies. 

“One kid never had any art 
supplies to work with in his life, so 
the Endowment Fund and me and 
him went to the art store and 
bought him $200 worth of art 
supplies,” she says. “That young 
man rewarded me about a year- 
and-a-half later by getting his first 
major commission as a fashion il¬ 
lustrator.” 

Warren, who grew up on a 
ranch in Deer Lodge, Montana in 
the 1950s, relocated to Los Ange¬ 
les in the 1980s after a 22-year 
stint as an editor for Reader’s Di¬ 
gest. Her own coming-out process 
occurred while she was at work 
writing The Front Runner. 

“I knew for a long time that I 
was not a straight person,” she 
says. “I had my very first relation¬ 
ship with a woman when I was 
very young — when I was 13. The 
Front Runner was a part of my life 
when I was moving out of a mar¬ 
riage towards coming out.” 

Gays at the ‘Digest’ 

Warren published the book and 
came out publicly as a lesbian while 
still working at Reader’s Digest. 

“It was a very conservative 
company, and I thought I would 
lose my job,” she says. “But there

P atricia Nell Warren says her 
new novel, The Wild Man, 
about a gay bullfighter in 
fascist Spain, took more than 30 
years to write. 

“These were experiences and 
thinkings that happened to me in 
the 1960s and stayed with me a 
long time,” she says. “Thirty years 
later, I still feel the story is impor¬ 
tant to tell.” 

Set during the “confusing, 
volatile times” of Spain in 1969, 
The Wild Man tells the love affair 
between Antonio, a disillusioned 
bullfighter about to retire, and 
Juan, a young, idealist peasant in 
search of a better life. Warren, who 
has authored eight novels in her 
48-year writing career, is best 
known for the best-selling The 
Front Runner, the sympathetic love 
story between a closeted ex-Marine 
track coach and a gay college dis¬ 
tance runner who has set his sights 
on the Olympics. Since it was first 
published in 1974, more than 10 
million copies of the book have 
been sold worldwide, and it has 
been translated into 10 languages. 

“I am amazed at how young 
people today reading The Front 
Runner don’t find it dated,” War¬ 
ren says. “There is a lot in it in 
terms of issues that they face that 
haven’t really changed that much.” 

Warren also published in the 
1990s two popular sequels to The 
Front Runner: Harlan’s Race, pub¬ 
lished in 1994, and Billy’s Boy, 
published in 1997. She notes that 
a third and final sequel is also in 
the works, written from the view¬ 
point of one of the women in¬ 
volved in the story. 

“Then it will be time to let the 
whole Front Runner thing rest,” 
she says. 

Youth advocate 

Warren, now 64, is a frequent 
contributor to the gay press, writ¬ 
ing and speaking out on a number 
of causes, including women’s 
rights and, most recently, Internet 
censorship. A distance runner her¬ 
self, she joined with other women

I magine being sealed in a closet 
with three tarantulas, two asps 
and Charlton Heston. That’s 
what watching this biopic of Aus¬ 
tralia’s most notorious criminal, 
Chopper, is like. 

Brutally violent, comically 
bloody, and nonstop discomfiting 
— if you’re easily nauseated, 
you’ve been forewarned. 

Mark “Chopper” Read, as su¬ 
perbly realized by Eric Bana, is a 
stocky, homophobic, heavily tat¬ 
tooed oaf unable to control his 
own hell-bent behavior. Often 
after every sadistic, possibly lethal 
act of his, a sense of great regret 
comes over this life criminal, sort 
of like Charlie Brown as a mem¬ 
ber of the Texas Chainsaw Mas¬ 
sacre clan. 

Why, after stabbing a fellow in¬ 
mate in the neck for no reason, 
Chopper offers a cigarette to the 
chap who’s lying in his still spurt¬ 
ing plasma. Then after shooting a 
drug dealer pointblank in the 
stomach, he’ll drive him to the 
hospital. As for his possibly cheat¬ 
ing girlfriend, he bangs her moth¬ 
er in the face with his head and 
then says to his galpal, “Look what 
you made me do.” 

But the scene that everyone 
will be talking about is the one in 
which he does Van Gogh one bet¬ 
ter. When the prison authorities 
won’t relocate him to the cell he 
wants, Chopper has both of his 
own ears sliced off to force them 
into action. 

Happily, Chopper’s bravado 
has a merry side, too. When he 
sees a saucy gal in a bar, to win her

over, he unzips and allows his 
massive, semi-erect appendage to 
hang free for all to see while he 
keeps chatting away to some po¬ 
licemen. (The critics I polled after 
the screening, who were of both 
lesbian and gay persuasions, were 
clearly divided on whether the 
huge cock we saw was real or not.) 

Rubber or flesh aside, 
writer/director Andrew Dominik, 
who arrives in theaters from the 
music video world, has created a 
visually arresting, fatally unforget¬ 
table tale of a man who makes you 
ashamed to be human. But it still 
might make you want to visit Aus¬ 
tralia, especially since Chopper is 
now out of prison and available 
for brunch. ▼

Brutal youth 

'Baise-Moi' opens at Roxie Theater

Banned in Canada: Baise-Moi revels in sex, drugs and violence. 


F emale revenge films aren’t ex¬ 
actly an unknown quantity, 
especially in the exploitation 
circuit. Pam Grier was one of the 
genre’s superstars in the early 
1970s; in films like Coffy and Foxy 
Brown, she coolly dispatched any 
number of corrupt pimps, politi¬ 
cians, and pushers. Hong Kong 
had its share of tough women 
then, too, most notably Angela 
Mao Ying, who kicked, punched, 
and slammed her way through an 
army of men in movies like Dead¬ 
ly China Doll and Deep Thrust. 
Trashier examples appeared 
throughout the ’70s as gender pol¬ 
itics got more heated. The 1978 I 
Spit on Your Grave is considered 
the apex (or nadir, depending on 
your view) of the genre. In that 
film, the victim of a gang rape me¬ 
thodically murders her attackers 
(“This woman has just cut, 
chopped, broken and burned five 
men beyond recognition... but no 
jury in America would ever con¬ 
vict her!”) The erratic Abel Fer¬ 
rara also tossed his two cents’ 
worth in with Ms. 45 (1981), 
where the titular heroine includes 
male dogs in her victims. 

The fantasy of women who 


turn on that wacky institution 
known as the patriarchy is an en¬ 
during one, but inevitably later 
examples have mostly been co¬ 


opted, & la Thelma and Louise, 
which drained much of the power 
of the image of women out of 
control with its glamorous stars, 
plush production, and cop-out 
ending. Virginie Despentes and 
Coralie Trinh Thi return some 
trashy integrity to the genre with 
Baise-Moi, a hardcore French art

D espite rumors to the con¬ 
trary, I did not leave Pro¬ 
gram VII of the San Francis¬ 
co Ballet early last Tuesday in 
order to get home in time to see 
Barry Bonds hit homer 500 out of 
Pac Bell Park into McCovey Cove. 
I left early, before the closing Sym¬ 
phony in C, to be exact, because I 
was suffering from my annual al¬ 
lergy attack and, as Confucius 
says, it is better to cough in the car 
than in Row G. 

The part of the program I did 
see was interesting if not totally 
inspiring. Mark Morris’ Pacific, to 
the last two movements of Lou 
Harrison’s Trio for Violin, Cello 
and Piano, looked sharper and 
more consequential when it was 
new at the 1995 SFB UNited We 
Dance Festival. Jason Davis is still 
the dishy lead man in blue, and 
Tina LeBlanc and Christopher 
Stowell are the couple in red. Mor¬ 
ris’ pan-Asian choreography (the 
arm upraised like a scimitar; the 
body, both ceremonial and sub¬ 
servient, bent at the waist; the scis¬ 
soring legs that look so fabulous 
in Martin Pakledinaz’s billowing 
unisex trousers) didn’t seem quite 
as specific this time. 

I missed the sense I had got 
previously of a culture fresh and 
lovely that was easily crushed. I 
say “got” with trepidation. Analyz¬ 
ing Mark Morris dances is a haz¬ 
ardous occupation. (Remember 
the time a Chronicle critic thought 
Maelstrom was a gloss on Giselle 7 . 
Not.) Yet I don’t like to sell Morris 
short, either, and without the sub¬ 
tle gravitas, Pacific is pretty but 
lightweight. It would help if the 
musicians — Roy Malan, David 
Kadarauch and Roy Bogas — had 
been better rehearsed and if the 
lights shining on their scores had¬ 
n’t blinded the first ten rows of the 
left side of orchestra seats. 

Because of last year’s allergy at¬ 
tack, I missed the world premiere 


of Yuri Possokhov’s rapturously 
received Magnttomania; this time 
I was determined to see it. I was 
surprised that no one had men¬ 
tioned how very Russian the piece 
is — chock full of intellectual con¬ 
ceits, tortured musical choices, 
and bravura choreography. It re¬ 
minded me — though in a more 
tasteful and musical way — of 
Boris Eifman’s recent Russian 
Hamlet, especially since both 
choreographers insisted on raping 
Beethoven. 

Eifman’s Beethoven was the 
real thing, though badly amplified 
and excerpted. Possokhov em¬ 
ploys a film score by Yuri Krasavin 
which basically deconstructs vari¬ 
ous Beethoven works from “Fur 
Elise” to the “Eroica” Symphony. 
He adds clanks, crashes and other 
percussive noises; I suggested to 
my companion that the name of 
the unknown film might have 
been Beethoven of the Boiler Room. 
Whatever. It was not a musical 
choice I would have made, but 
then I couldn’t choreograph 
something as weirdly compelling 
as the pas de deux for Roman 
Rykine (in a tight black suit) and 
Yuan Yuan Ten, both of their faces 


covered in filmy scarves, as in 
Magritte’s painting, “The Lovers.” 

A choreographer seeing Tan in 
the studio must start to salivate. 
Those endless extensions, those 
liquid arms, that swan-like neck, 
the passive-aggressive manner. 
When Rykine heaves her around 
in mid-air, her legs slice out like 
scythes seeking a cornfield. Pos-

Bay Area Dance Week runs 
through Sunday, April 29 when, as 
the closing ceremony, Anna Hal- 
prin will offer the annual “Plane¬ 
tary Dance” in a field on Mount 
Tamalpais. On that day, Halprin, 
80-year-old mother of the Tamal- 
pa Institute and “Transformation¬ 
al Dance,” is offering anyone who 
shows up the chance to change the 
world. Her “Planetary Dance Rit¬ 
ual” is an annual springtime event 
at Mount Tamalpais, where the 
idea that every step on the earth is 
a prayer for healing gets full em¬ 
bodiment. 

Halprin’s belief is that public 
ritual is something at once very 
ancient and, at the same time, vi¬ 
tally necessary today. Halprin 
warns in the “Circle the Earth” 
handbook, from which rituals 
have been able to take place 
throughout the world, “It is a rit¬ 
ual and it has the potential to af¬ 
fect your life in profound ways. 
You have to understand this from 
the beginning because the path 
you have chosen is not an easy one 
and will require your full commit¬ 
ment.” 

Halprin’s “Earth Run” is at the 
heart of the Planetary Dance, in 
which participants walk and run 
outdoors in huge concentric cir¬ 
cles, stopping to rest in groups 
that face north, south, east and 


with a French apache touch. 

Though one cannot say exact¬ 
ly what Magnttomania “means,” 
there is plenty to entertain, illu¬ 
minate and provoke. Even Pos¬ 
sokhov’s choice of designer was 
inspired. Without actually copy¬ 
ing the paintings, Thyra 
Hartshorn incorporated familiar 
surrealist symbols — the dove, the 
bowler hats, the cutout man, the 
green apples — in a manner that 
kept the audience cooing in recog¬ 
nition. 

A smart artist connects with 
viewers by making them feel like 
they are in on the joke. Artistic ob¬ 
fuscation may fool a few critics, 
but it never fools an audience. Yet 
there is no need to dumb down 
and Possokhov hasn’t. He respects 
our knowledge of art and popular 
culture. Even the Beethoven bor- 
borygmus is part of that recogni¬ 
tion. (Everybody gasped at “Fur 
Elise.”) Comfortable that it is not 
being fooled or condescended to, 
the audience is able to enjoy such 
really difficult choreography as 
part of a good time at the ballet, 
rather than as something that 
might be “good for you,” like med¬ 
icine. T

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station, but if a performance 
should eventually be taped, it 
won’t look like what audiences 
will see at the Victoria Theatre. 
That’s because no two Westenhoe- 
fer shows are ever the same. 

“My act is extremely extempo¬ 
raneous and a tremendous 
amount of stuff is off the cuff,” she 
said. “If I get tired of talking about 
a topic, I toss it. It’s a very fluctu¬ 
ating act.” 

And it’s real, “A lot of standups 
invent a persona,” she said. “I’m 
the same person offstage as I am 
on. Maybe not as loud, but my 
girlfriend might disagree.” 

Growing up in a blue-collar re¬ 
gion of Pennsylvania, Westenhoe- 
fer said she was “a smartass, which 
is different from being the class 
clown. A class clown will do any¬ 
thing for a laugh, but if you said 
something I had a retort.” 

She was also arrogant, a trait she 
said her inherited from her father 
even though he left the family when 
she was just two. “In high school I 
was not unhappy,” Westenhoefer 
said, “but I didn’t feel I had any¬ 
thing in common with the other 
kids. I felt I was far above them and 
much more mature. I had to be the 
leader or I wouldn’t play.” 

Westenhoefer was aware of her 
attraction to girls, but figured she 
couldn’t be a lesbian because she 
didn’t fit the profile. “I played with 
Barbie big time,” she said. “I was a 
huge makeup freak and I couldn’t 
wait to get my first nylons. When I 
got to college I realized liking girls 
was something I could definitely 
pursue, that it’s okay to wear 
makeup and be a lesbian. I took a 
lot of grief from the lesbians at 
college for doing so, but I didn’t

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pay any attention.” 

After college, Westenhoefer 
headed to Manhattan to be an ac¬ 
tress. “That didn’t go too well,” she 
said. “I didn’t do squat, but I be¬ 
came the best goddamn bartender 
in New Jersey.” 

Pouring drinks for quasi-yup¬ 
pies became a 10-year detour 
from performing, but it provided 
a valuable service. “I had a strong 
voice from the word go, and I 
think it was from all those years 
bartending,” she said. “Most 
comics who start out spend a year 
just trying to get 15 minutes. I had 
an hour. I had so many things I 
thought I had to say” 


After friends pushed her to 
perform at an open-mike night, 
her life quickly changed. “There 
was a lot of ‘Ohmigod, ohmigod.’ 
You almost couldn’t take a breath. 
It’s amazing to me that nine years 
ago I was bartending — or the 
poverty level I had just seven or 
eight years ago. You just sort of go 
‘Wow.’ “ ▼

Earth to Bush: Ouch! 


school and her fury at the student 
she shot, who revealed secrets Bush 
had told her. Bush was remorseful 
for the shooting, which she makes 
no excuses for, but still angry with 
the former friend for her bullying. 

The Bush interview revealed 
with some poignancy the turmoil 
kids who are relentlessly bullied 
experience. She was remarkably 
articulate and honest about her 
experience, but deeply sad and 
clearly no closer to accepting her 
own differentness. 

Bush is incarcerated in a juvenile 
facility where she will remain until 
she turns 21. She was tried as a ju¬ 
venile because the parents of the girl 
she shot lobbied for it. Meanwhile 
Andy Williams, the 15-year-old ac¬ 
cused of killing two classmates and 
injuring 13 others at Santana High 
School in Santee, California two 
days before Bush shot her classmate, 
is being tried as an adult. In a dis¬ 
turbing irony, however, Michael 
Skakal, the 40-year-old nephew of 
Ethel Kennedy accused of murder¬ 
ing Martha Moxley 25 years ago, 
will be tried next month for her 
murder. As a juvenile. 

Male prison rape 

Speaking of prison, kudos to 
ABC once again for cutting edge 
reporting. Last week the nightly 
newscast and Nightline focused on 
rape in men’s prisons. The infor¬ 
mation was grisly — Amnesty In¬ 
ternational and other human 
rights groups suggest that there 
may be as much male-male rape 
within prisons as male-female 
rape on the outside. The rate of 
HIV transmission is 25 percent 
higher in prison than in the gen¬ 
eral population due to such rape. 

Interviews with inmates suggest 
that unchecked violence in prison 
leads to violence among released 
prisoners. One man explained how 
being gang raped repeatedly with¬ 
in a juvenile facility led him to prey 
on gay men when he was released, 
assaulting and eventually killing. 
He is now in prison for life. 

The current get-tough perspec¬ 
tive on crime — which includes a 
prisoners-get-what-they-deserve 
attitude — may be understandable 
from a victim’s perspective, but it’s 
increasingly obvious that such tac¬ 
tics don’t prevent crime and may 
in fact escalate it. The ABC prison 
rape series and the Bush interview 
illumine how abuse leads to vio¬ 
lence. Interviews with victims- 
turned-perpetrators serve as pub¬ 
lic service announcements. We 
should heed the warnings. 

Set those VCRs 

With sweeps sweeping in, VCR 
alerts abound. We remind viewers 
that lesbian storylines are heating 
up on Buffy, the Vampire Slayer, 
Dark Angel, ER and All My Chil¬ 
dren. Then “The Kiss” — between 
Jenifer Aniston and Wynona Rider 
on Friends — airs April 26. (Noted 
Jay Leno about the upcoming kiss: 
“I’m attracted to Jenifer Aniston 
and Wynona Rider — do you think 
I’m a lesbian?” We think, however, 
that the Tonight Show’s computer 
generated smooching between the 
two was far more explicit than the 
prime-time version.) Sally Field 
also returns on April 26 to ER — 
which may garner her an Emmy for 
her portrayal of Maury Teirney’s 
mentally ill mother. 

For political junkies (guilty!), 
on Friday, April 27 on 20/20, Bar¬ 
bara Walters gets the scoop on the 
Marc Rich pardon from Denise 
Rich. And for those queens who 
can’t get enough of Old Holly¬ 
wood, Child Star: The Shirley 
Temple Story airs on ABC on Sun¬ 
day, May 13. ▼

memorials: Columbine; Okla¬ 
homa City; the Holocaust. And 
if the Bush Administration con¬ 
tinues as it has, by the third week 
of April next year we can add 
Earth Day to the list. 

Forget Bush’s new post-grovel- 
ing tough talk on China, which is 
all about getting our spy plane 
back; apparently the five Chinese 
American academics that have

But we di¬ 
gress. The 

tough talk from _ 

Bush this week 

has been about the environment. 
According to the Bush Adminis¬ 
tration we simply don’t need all 
these pollution restrictions Bill 
Clinton augured during his presi¬ 
dency—nor apparently do we 
need any of those initiated by any 
of the 13 presidents preceding 
him, either. The Endangered 
Species Act costs money, and 
when those animals die we can 
just clone new ones, right? As Jay 
Leno quipped on the Tonight 
Show, commenting on Bush’s ar¬ 
rival in Canada for the Summit of 
the Americas, “President Bush 
said he’s very impressed with 
Canada. He said there’s so much 
beautiful untouched land to envi¬ 
ronmentally destroy up here.” 

A huge demonstration outside 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency before Earth Day celebra¬ 
tions resulted in EPA administrator 
(and former New Jersey governor, 
because one wants the EPA chief to 
come from the toxic waste capital 
of the nation) Christie Whitman 
holding a press conference to an¬ 
nounce the Bush Administration 
would not rescind the Clinton ini¬ 
tiative setting more restrictive stan¬ 
dards on lead emissions. 

During the press conference 
Whitman kept an almost preter¬ 
natural smile affixed to her face 
and made a few jokes about how 
busy the Clinton had been in the 
final months setting environmen-

tal standards. Her clear implica¬ 
tion was that such environmental 
regs were simply another embar¬ 
rassing moment in Clinton histo¬ 
ry, like Monica Lewinsky. Real 
men, like Bush, don’t need hot sex 
or clean air and water. 

Bush’s hard line on the envi¬ 
ronment has gotten so extreme 
even some conservative pundits 
agree that Bush has a “Green 
problem.” But Dick “Halliburton” 
Cheney dismissed the issue with a 
literal wave of his hand on the 
Sunday morning shows. 

Speaking of Cheney, 
every Marxist fiber of 
our being constricted 
when CNN reported 
how much the VP 
made last year: $36 
million and a few 
hundred thousand 
change. From 
big oil. But any 
connection be¬ 
tween that $36 
'mil and the destruction of the en¬ 
vironment is purely coincidental. 
We suggest swampland in Florida, 
but we believe all the wetlands 
have been destroyed down there. 

Contest rules 

It’s no coincidence, however, 
that NBC just debuted the latest 
theft from British TV, The Weak¬ 
est Link, thus ensuring a hooked 
audience before reruns end and 
sweeps programming begins. 

We have real approach-avoid¬ 
ance reaction to this Jeopardy 
meets Survivor game show. Host 
Anne Robinson will seem familiar 
to viewers who went to Catholic 
school when corporal punishment 
was still the norm (she revealed on 
Conan O’Brien that she attended 
boarding school with nuns in Eng¬ 
land). In her three-quarter black 
leather duster and matching pants, 
with her cropped red hair and 
school-boy glasses, she’s everyone’s 
nightmare teacher — a dominatrix 
trained by the SS on the caning 
fields of Eton. All that’s missing is 
the riding crop — or is that a birch 
switch, or perhaps branding iron? 

Robinson is vicious to her con¬ 
testants. After hearing her trade¬ 
mark exit line — “You are the 
weakest link. Goodbye.” — each 
contestant gets to bitch off camera 
about why they shouldn’t have 
been dismissed. 

We like this show because it’s 
so much faster and less stupid 
than Millionaire. We dislike this 
show because we are tired of gra¬ 
tuitous meanness on TV when 
there is so much in real life. Con¬ 
versely we find Robinson com¬ 
pelling and agree with her that she 
isn’t saying anything on the show 
that we aren’t saying at home. 
Which makes us feel that we 
should go to confession rather 
than watch another episode. 

Teen violence: 
agony and irony 

Speaking of confessions, 20/20 
just aired a heartbreaking inter¬ 
view with 14-year-old Elizabeth 
Bush, convicted last month for 
shooting a classmate at her 
Williamsport, Pennsylvania 
Catholic junior high school. Bush 
agreed to speak with Connie 
Chung because she thought it 
might help other troubled teens 
on the verge of picking up a gun 
and “doing a Columbine,” as it’s 
come to be known. 

Bush did not acknowledge 
being queer, but it was difficult to 
watch her and not see the huge 
“baby dyke” neon sign lighting up 
over her head.

hat, I ask you, with more 
and more publishers 
merging, combining or 
disappearing, and with those re¬ 
maining offering fewer and fewer 
books of literary excellence, would 
we do without University presses? 
Now I’ll confess to having a bit of 
a giggle when the University of 
California Press listed The New Ti- 
betan-English Dictionary of Mod¬ 
ern Tibetan (edited by Melvyn 
C. Goldstein, $49.95) in 
the General Interest 
section of its Spring 
catalog, but, hey, 
maybe I’m the one 
out of step on this 
one. In the main, 

University presses 
offer an extraordi¬ 
narily rich and varied range of ti¬ 
tles. Whether the subject is gay 
studies, women’s studies, or gen¬ 
der studies (and yes, each is an en¬ 
tirely different field), these presses 
do us an amazing service. They 
even dabble, occasionally, in fic¬ 
tion, and that is happy news in¬ 
deed. 

Dvora Baron (1887-1956) was 
the first modern Hebrew woman 
writer. Choosing to write in a lan¬ 
guage that was, at least, at the be¬ 
ginning of her career, limited to 
use in prayer and sacred texts and 
therefore forbidden to women, 
she brought a woman’s perspec¬ 
tive to her stories of life in the 
Eastern European Jewish shtetl, a 


perspective that had been con¬ 
spicuous by its absence in the 
writing of such luminaries as 
Sholom Aleichem. A collection of 
her work, The First Day and Other 
Stories (translated and edited by 
Naomi Seidman and Chana Kron- 
feld; University of California, 
$16.95) offers an extraordinary 
look at the lives of ordinary and 
unforgettable characters. 

In “Bill of Divorcement,” for 
example, a woman who has been 
reduced to beggary after 
being divorced by 
her husband, 
watches as he 
marries a younger 
woman: “a strange 
cough could be heard, 
and then the 
sobs broke out 
— the kind of 
wailing that 
wells up from the depths and re¬ 
pels all attempts at consolation 
and subduing and makes every¬ 
one who hears it doubt that the 
world is truly as it should be.” 

“Liska” is the breathtaking 
story of a Jewish dog (“Liska does¬ 
n’t mix milk and meat”) whose 
decision to join the enemy that 
lives on the Christian street is 
heartbreaking. Dvora Baron 
writes with elegance and style, 
love and pain. These stories touch 
the heart, and fill the soul with 
wonder. 

And speaking of wonder... 

Monterey Bay is one of the 
tremendous wonders of Northern

California, and its myriad sea life 
is the subject of A Living Bay: The 
Underwater World of Monterey 
Bay by Lovell Langstroth and 
Libby Langstroth (University of 
California, $29.95). The illustra¬ 
tions in this book are awesome, 
and if, like me, you are among the 
scuba-challenged, the pictures will 
give you some small sense of the 
beauty and variety of life under 
the sea. The text is clear, concise, 
and interesting. The Langstroths 
provide enough information for 
you to understand how remark¬ 
able the creatures are who inhabit 
the Bay, from the intertidal zone 
to the Monterey canyon. A Living 
Bay is a wonderful book, and 
would make the perfect gift for 
divers and couch potatoes alike.

Most of us have the occasional 
fantasy, I suspect, of receiving a 
deserved apology from the guy 
who cut us off in the market or 
the lover who broke our heart. 
Dan Woog takes the dream to new 
levels in his new book, Dear Dan... 

: Apologies from an Imperfect 
World (Alyson, $13.95), a collec¬ 
tion of imaginary apologies that 
are amazingly satisfying and, 


I particularly 
enjoyed the letter from the Duchy 
of Luxembourg, explaining how 
thrilled they were to have James 
Hormel as their ambassador.

E-music buzz 

E lectronic music is the shit.That’s how my inner teenager feels. 
Once when I was hanging out in a cabin in Yosemite Valley, 
playing my recorder, I said to a friend something like: “I hate 
that electronic music shit” In the space of less than a year, through 
the miracle of mind-changing, I had come to embrace that very 
shit. My senses opened to new impulses. Shit, redefined with an ar¬ 
ticle, suddenly smelled sweet 

Which brings me to the second annual San Francisco Elec¬ 
tronic Music Festival, taking place May 3-6 at three choice per- 
formance/art venues: Cellspace, 7Hz, and Southern Exposure. 
It’s a showcase for some of the shiftiest — er, mind-blowing elec¬ 
tronic-music composers and players this side of the ethemet 
One artist not to miss is Bob Ostertag (detritus.net), a local 
transplant who got his career start at Oberlin College in 1976, 
where he dropped the guitar and instead built a Serge modular syn¬ 
thesizer, which become his main ax (so he says). In 1992 he came 
to fame with a piece commissioned by the Kronos Quartet, All the 
Rage , including text by poet Sara Miles, featuring the sounds of San 
Francisco queers rioting for queer rights. The work, played around 
the world, was hailed by the New York Times for its “devastating 
roar of gay anger.” Ostertag, who’s hot on digital sampling, will be 
playing at Cellspace (2050 Bryant St.) at 9 p.m. along with clar¬ 
inetist/computer whiz Matt Ingalls (sfSound.org/matt.html), LA 
audio activists Ultra Red (comatonse.com), who employ field 
recordings for a piece about immigrant laborers, and Maggi 
Payne, co-director of the Center for Contemporary Music at Mills 
College in Oakland. 

While it’s hard to choose favorites among the talent line-up, my 
taste for the electronic equivalent of punk art-rock leads me di¬ 
rectly to Blectum from Blechdom (blectum.com) at Cellspace on 
Sunday, May 6 at 8 p.m. This scrappy warped duo say they “believe 
their ideas are superior to ‘normal’ people’s ideas,” and boast of 
striving “to look down on other ‘less-knowledgable’ musicians and 
musical-styles.” Spoken like true punks. They’ll be joined that night 
by Fuzzy Bunny, Atau Tanaka, and iWT, all of whom are crazy 
about computers and sound sensors. 

The festival starts off at 9 p.m. Thursday, May 8 at 7Hz (1814 
Illinois St.; www.7hz.org), with sound distortionists Antimatter, 
Electric Birds, Thomas Dimuzio, and Scott Arford. The latter 
uses as musical building blocks “discrete pieces of static, dissected 
and tuned,... radio static, T.V. static, garbled transmissions, mag¬ 
netic and electrical interference, ground loops, shorts and glitches 
— technological and cultural by-products of a media obsessed so¬ 
ciety” Sounds yummy. ▼

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Frat boy flop 

Chi Chi La Rue's flat ' Hazed'

F alcon Studio’s latest release 
on their Jocks line is JVP 
107: Hazed. You know this 
movie. It’s the one where the frat 
brothers are putting their pledges 
through some very homosexual 
rites of brotherhood. 

This time around, the brothers 
are a big-dicked and handsome 
quintet: cocky Matt Majors revels 
in his club-headed cock, and Brett 
Clark swings a double-wide bat. 
Andre Rivera is dark and peppery, 
Tony Lazzari adorable, and Ryan 
Zane must have been snatched off 
some fashion show’s runway. 
Leading the pack as Pledgemaster 
is the ubiquitous yet always ap¬ 
preciable Blake Harper. His 
sharply etched and warmly furred 
musculature is altogether striking, 
and his attitude considerably live¬ 
lier than usual as he puts the 
pledges through their paces like a 
drill sergeant. 

Big dicked though the brothers 
be, they can’t intimidate the ever 
accommodating pledges Tristan 
Paris, Jackson Price, and newcom¬ 
er Marc Nemeth, a slender, dark 
haired youth with a double length 
member. The brother’s initiation 
begins rather unintimidatingly. 
It’s sort of safe-haze. 

After the pledges have ac¬ 
cepted some pedestrian ob¬ 
jects in their mouths, Harp¬ 
er announces, “It’s time 
to accept your brothers 
fully.” You know what 
that means: penis. For 
the next three-quarters of 
an hour, the men suck 
cock and 
kiss, and 
graduate to 
some thor¬ 
ough rimming, all the while swap¬ 
ping partners every which way. 
The demarcation between Broth¬ 
er and Pledge, traditionally Top 
and Bottom, is soon lost in a melee 
of mixed make-out that offers sev¬ 
eral impressive sights. Get a load of 
spry athlete Paris, bending far 
enough forward as he’s rimmed by 
Majors to suck the guy’s cock as it 
pokes between his ankles! 

Too little Rush 

Then, following a group wank- 
off, there’s a pause for more haz¬ 
ing, as candles are stuck up the 
boy’s butts, and lit. This rectum 
warming announces the arrival of 
Matt Rush, the fraternity’s star 
quarterback brother, who’s about 
to lead off the movie’s final half 
hour of ass action. Rush is a mag¬ 
nificent demigod of teenmuscle. 
He’s fresh from the field, he says, 
and his jock ass is sweaty (even 
though to the eye it appears as 
clean and dry as Kitty Carlisle’s 


powdered cheek). 

After squatting on the face of 
just about everyone present, Rush 
makes ready to fuck them. 
First, though, Tristan 
sucks his weighty 
cock, and Rush jacks 
off as he sucks Tris- 
, tan. It’s the least he 
can do for the boy, 
who within minutes is 
going to be boffed by 
everyone 
in the 
building. 
Rush 

cushions Tristan’s head against his 
thighs, and the men fuck him, I 
think, in ascending order of dick 
size. A general fuckathon ensues, 
with Blake providing a highpoint 
as he services the overly excited 
Nemeth. For the finale, Tristan’s 
pledge sweater is draped across his 
tummy, and everyone shoots on 
him. Thus united in brotherhood, 
the men embrace. 

To the benefit of Hazed, no¬ 
body in the movie ever pretends 
to be straight, or protests having 
gay sex. This is a thoroughly gay 
bunch of Greeks. That’s a wel¬ 
come improvement on the tradi¬ 
tional hazing movie. 

It must also be said, however, 
that Hazed in no other way fresh¬ 
ens the form. There’s little imagi¬ 
nation — or entertainment — 
shown in the hazing activity. It fails 
in its typical purpose of sexualizing 
the proceedings, and pads a full ten 
minutes before anything vaguely 
sexual does occur. The set is 


patently false, someone’s rec room 
with a distractingly patterned pen¬ 
nant hanging behind the action. 
Linoleum flooring, metal ducting 
and concrete walls make the sound 
reverberant and hard. Surgical 
lighting only accentuates the anti¬ 
septic presentation of the models. 
The constantly roving camera 
prefers incidents to involvements, 
underscoring or perhaps creating 
the performer’s lack of personal in¬ 
vestment in much of the action. 

Worst of all, after making us 
wait 50 minutes before bringing 
on the piece de resistance, director 
Chi Chi La Rue resists using Matt 
Rush more than is absolutely nec¬ 
essary. The sizable yet harmonious 
bulk of Rush’s muscular body in 
action is beautiful, yet it’s hardly 
displayed. An abundance of tight 
close ups, strange framing, and 
apparent lack of gravity rarely 
allow even the impact of the full 
group to register, in what is, after 
all, basically an ensemble effort. 

Hazed delivers this year’s dose 
of the frat boy fantasy with a dis¬ 
arming lack of creativity. For Mr. 
La Rue, it’s hack work. What could 
have had him so distracted, so dis¬ 
heartened? Could it have been the 
three dozen other videos he’s 
made this year? Yeah, you know 
this movie. It’s the one where the 
frat brothers are putting their 
pledges through some very homo¬ 
sexual rites of brotherhood. V

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Claudia Shear as Mae West in Dirty Blonde 


Shear radiance 

'Dirty Blonde' at Theatre on

A comedy that operates as a 
finely tuned machine is not 
necessarily without a heart. 
Take a look at Dirty Blonde, which 
knows where it wants to go, knows 
just how to get there, and yet gives 
an audience a joyous ride in the 
process. 

The recent Broadway produc¬ 
tion has arrived pretty much in¬ 
tact at Theatre on the Square, 
where the feel-good quotient is es¬ 
pecially high these days. Strong re¬ 
views and positive word of mouth 
should spell an extended run, but 
don’t dally. Claudia Shear, the star 
and author, is committed to just 
ten weeks, and trust me, you want 
to see her performance. 

Make that “performances.” 
Shear exquisitely plays two char¬ 
acters that are fundamentally dif¬ 
ferent, and yet that somehow 
meld by the play’s conclusion. 
One of those characters is Mae 
West, who we see both as an am¬ 
bitious young vaudeville per¬ 
former and as the calcified camp 
icon of her later years. The other 
is a struggling New York actress 
named Jo, a self-identified loser 
who finds unexpected strength 
from West’s legacy. 

The wisecracking Jo also finds 
a soul mate during a pilgrimage to 
West’s gravesite in Queens. Char¬ 
lie is an overweight, introverted 
film historian who Jo takes to be a 
lonely gay man, but who has sev¬ 


eral surprises for her — and for 
us. Not only did he get to meet 
Mae West during the final years, 
she also encouraged him to im¬ 
personate her for the sake of the 
tour busses that passed her apart¬ 
ment. He has the dresses to prove 
it. 

When Jo stumbles upon Char¬ 
lie’s lingering, deeply private, 
cross-dressing fixation, it confirms 
her notion that he can never be 
more than a platonic friend. Char¬ 
lie has another surprise for Jo, 
which leads to a breathtaking final 
surprise for the audience. This is a 
rare mainstream play that has 
room in its heart for happy 
fetishists. 

Shear herself was a struggling 
actress until a few years ago when 
her one-woman play Blown Side¬ 
ways Through Life, which comical¬ 
ly recounted that struggle, sud- 
’ denly gave her an identity. Direc¬ 
tor James Lapine, whose credits 
range from Sunday in the Park 
with George to Falsettos, suggested 
to Shear that they collaborate on a 
piece about Mae West, and his 
skillful, stylish hand is much in ev¬ 
idence. 

At its heart, the play is a ro¬ 
mantic comedy, not a dark rumi¬ 
nation on the nature of celebrity 
or of its worship, but the .produc¬ 
tion scores its points with such 
confidence that even the light¬ 
weight seems substantial here. 

Nor is there a false note from 
the cast. Tom Riis Farrell, who re¬ 
placed Kevin Chamberlain during

film that was banned in, of all 
places, France. It plays the Roxie 
Cinema from April 27-May 6. 

Baise-Moi’ s street credentials 
are impeccable. Codirector Coralie 
Trinh Thi is a former porn star, as 
are the two leading actresses. The 
film has the look and feel of Den¬ 
mark’s Dogme school: it’s shot in 
video rather than film; employs 
natural light; and uses “normal 
people” instead of high-falutin’ 
stars. Most daring, it includes 
many scenes of penetrative, clqse- 
up sex, with a particularly "brutal 
rape scene that has brought the 
wrath of censors around the 
world. Canada, always free with 
the scissors, has simply lumped it 
in with the porp^F^ftising to let it 
be shown in Ontario in main¬ 
stream theaters despite an enthu¬ 
siastic reception at last Septem¬ 
ber’s Toronto International Film 
Festival and testimonials by such 
luminaries as Atom Egoyan. That 
it’s getting a release in America at 
all is more than a little surprising. 

French idlers 

Based on codirector Despentes’ 
novel of the same title, the film fol¬ 
lows the adventures of Manu (Raf- 
faela Anderson) and Nadine 
(Karen Bach), two bored, belea¬ 
guered, sexually aggressive young 
women. Manu is an underage 
porn star; Nadine is a prostitute. 
“There’s no work in France,” one 
of them says, and we can believe it 
as we watch aimless youth and the 
not-so-young wandering the 
streets, setting up cheap dope 
deals, smacking each other 
around, loitering in pool halls, and 
generally running (make that 
slouching) amok. This is not ex¬ 
actly Paris in the Spring. 

Nadine’s curse is an anal room¬ 
mate who bitches constantly about 
Nadine pilfering her beer. Manu is 
involved with a noxious pack of 
slackerboys who abuse her regularly. 
Nadine eventually gets tired of her 
roommate’s complaint and slams 
her head into a wall in a bloody 
murder. Manu watches her alleged 
friends kill her best friend on the 
street; then she’s raped. This makes 
later murders a breeze. Serendipi- 
tously, the two join forces to fuck 
their way through the byways of 
France, in the process killing a slew 
of men and the occasional woman 
who foolishly crosses their path. 

Nadine and Manu kill the way 
they fuck, with a mix of the me-

thodical and the passionate. Some 
of the killings fit the feminist 
schema: for example, when Manu 
blows the brains out of one of her 
tormentors. Others are gratuitous, 
as when she robs and then kills a 
woman at an ATM machine. Most 
troubling, at first glance, is a John 
Woo-style balletic assault on a sex 
club, with innocent revelers dis¬ 
patched mid-fuck. This scene, 
along with the ATM murder, 
would seem to undermine the 
film’s feminist/liberationist stance. 
But there’s ultimately more ni¬ 
hilism than party-hearty here, 
with the nonstop killings laid 
squarely at the doorstep of a soci¬ 
ety that’s dehumanized its citizens. 

While some critics (and cer¬ 
tainly the censors) have objected 
to the rape scene as “gratuitous,” 
it’s hard to fault the film’s insis¬ 
tence on showing the gruesome 
details of this event to capture its 
ugly reality. Codirector Despentes 
has commented, “We had to go to 
a place that everyone tries to 
avoid. We had to be so in your face 
that we will end up in your mind 
with images that you just can’t ig¬ 
nore.” This is not to say it’s all 


grim, grainy reality. Some of the 
encounters are warm, almost 
sweet, particularly when our hero¬ 
ines, who seem most alive during 
sex, pick up two hunks. (Size 
queens will be shocked but inter¬ 
ested to know that, at least ac¬ 
cording to the film, every man in 
France is well-hung.) The film 
provides another respite in a scene 
in which the women, clad in 
fetishy black bras and nylons, 
dance together in a hotel room. 
There’s a joyousness and abandon 
here that hints at another, more 
pleasurable world, always close 
but never quite here, beyond the 
brutality. The actresses’ ease with 
their sexuality may be partly re¬ 
sponsible for making such scenes, 
which could easily degenerate into 
foolishness, work. 

Baise-Moi plays a risky game 
with the audience in alternating 
hardcore sex scenes with violence. 
It’s hard not to feel voyeuristic, 
even complicit in what transpires 
onscreen. But this is surely the di¬ 
rectors’ intent, and the film’s abil¬ 
ity to foster this sense of complic¬ 
ity in the viewer makes it a dis¬ 
turbing but worthwhile ride. ▼

Gender bending, 999 AD 

Moira Buffini's ' Silence' at Magic Theatre

T he setting of Silence is Eng¬ 
land in the year 999, so our 
ears prick up when, early in 
the play, the heroine looks at her 
new surroundings and says, 
“What a dump.” Despite the 
somber title, the forbidding era, 
and a grim plot threatened in the 
press release, we are quickly put 
on notice that this is not to be a 
reverent historical drama. 

This is not to say that Moira 
Buffini’s play, having its US pre¬ 
miere at the Magic Theatre, is a 
frivolous enterprise. But its exam¬ 
ination of sexual roles is whipped 
up into a surprisingly frothy mix 
of comedy, drama, politics, social 
commentary, and even lesbian lib¬ 
eration. 

England in 999 was not a par¬ 
ticularly peaceable kingdom. Wor¬ 
ries of a millennial Armageddon 
were prevalent, while Viking inva¬ 
sions led to atrocities on both 


sides. The ineffectual but cruel 
King Ethelred (a comically infan¬ 
tile Liam Vincent) was not the 
man for the moment, and he has 
been cast as a key player in Silence. 

As his kingdom crumbles, he 
arranges a strategic marriage be¬ 
tween Ymma (a bold Nina Gold), 
a daughter of the Duke of Nor¬ 
mandy, and Silence (a vibrant 
Rachel Black), the prince of the 
Cumberland region. To both the 
king’s and Ymma’s surprise, the 
vaunted Prince Silence is but a 14- 
year-old boy. Still, Ethelred insists 
that the union take place. In her 
wedding bed, Ymma is in for a 
bigger surprise. Silence is actually 
a girl, something she herself did¬ 
n’t realize until now. 

Ymma and Silence become 
part of a motley crew fleeing the 
king, and much of the play is a de¬ 
piction of their journey toward 
Cumberland. Their retinue in¬ 
cludes Ymma’s caustic servant 
(Delia MacDougall), a nervous

The third time's the charm for the Butchies 


by K.T. Drasky 


T he queercore, grrrl-dyke 
band the Butchies are not 
particularly hung up on the 
number 3, it just kind of keeps 
popping up in both the most obvi¬ 
ous and least expected places. For 
starters, there are three of them — 
lead singer and guitar player Kaia 
Wilson and drummer Melissa York 
(both formerly of Team Dresch) 
and bassist Alison Martlew. 
They’ve put out three albums in 
three years and are calling their 
third 3 (Mr. Lady Records, 2001). 

The reasons for this range 
from the simple (“It’s the first 
time the three of us have put out

three records with any one band,” 
according to York) to the sly (“If 
you add up our ages, you get the 
number 84, which is equally divis¬ 
ible by three,” York again, who is 
sometimes known as the “funny 
Butchie.”) 

If you add up the Butchies 
(and it’s true, York is 31, Wilson is 
27 and Martlew is 26, which real¬ 
ly does equal 84 and can be divid¬ 
ed by 3 with nothing left over), the 
sum appears to finally be equaling 
its parts. The nine songs on 3 — 
yet another numeric in-joke for 
the mathematically inclined — 
are raw, explosive, and at times as 
out of control as a joy ride, occa¬ 
sionally ending with an abrupt 
smash-up through the front win¬ 
dow of a 7-11. 

3 kicks off with a little head- 
banger called “Anything Antholo¬ 
gy” with lead singer Wilson (occa¬ 
sionally known as “the sexy 
Butchie”) doing the good little bad 
punk-girl thing, singing sweetly 
for about 10 seconds before losing 
her mind and out-screeching the 
amps and drums. “This is nothing 
that you’ve ever felt before/ The 
stage is for you, the chance it 
swarms you/ Who wants it like it 
was before/ Who wants it/ Like 
Traffic/ Like Zeppelin” 

Their sound has always been 
one part ’70s and ’80s arena-style 
rock (they cite Van Halen, Pink 
Floyd and Boston as particular in¬ 
fluences), one part late ’70s New 
Wave (think Devo, the Knack and 
Joe Jackson, but with a decidedly 
feminine twist) and one part pure 
schmaltz. Wilson ticks off the al¬ 
bums her parents played when she 
was a kid, “Judy Collins, Barry 
Manilow, Herb Alpert and the Ti¬ 
juana Brass, Abba, Bette Midler’s 
The Rose,” and admits they must 
have some subliminal effect on 
her songwriting. On earlier al¬ 
bums (1998’s Are We Not Femme? 
aka the Devo parody record and 
1999’s Population 1975 — aka the 
Women’s Music Collective parody 
cover) this effect seemed a bit dis¬ 


jointed, but on 3 it has, at last, all 
come together. 

Pet sounds 

Wilson’s lyrics are alternately 
hip, funny, sad and sorry, and 
sometimes all of these at the same 
time. Case in some strange point: 
the haunting “Mandy,” which bears 
the subtitle “1985-2000” and has 
already been mistaken as a tribute 
to a 15-year-old suicide victim fan. 
(The song is about Wilson’s re¬ 
cently departed dog.) In two short 
minutes, Wilson recounts how 
painful the loss of a pet can be, not¬ 
ing that it led to “desperate raiding 
cupboards/ mixing gin and vodka.” 
She stops short of rehab, switching 
gears to give a brief history of hap¬ 
pier times, and then ending with a 
somewhat mournful yet hopeful 
refrain that girl and dog will be re¬ 
united in the hereafter: “I’ll see you 
when I see you when I see you 
again/ I’ll see you when I see you 
again.” 

In addition to the fast-paced 
punk attacks in the “Anything An¬ 
thology” mode (among the best of 
these are “I Hate.Com” and “For 
Kay”), there are the ballads, the 
longer songs with more of Alison 
Martlew’s calming bass (she’s “the 
quiet Butchie”) and Wilson’s tor¬ 
tured storytelling vocals. “The 
Wedding Disaster” is a six-minute 
modern-day dyke interpretation 
along the lines of “You Can’t Al¬ 
ways Get What You Want.” “Junior 
High Lament” is the tale of a girl 
who is repeatedly beaten up. The 
4-1-1 (“You look like a boy,”) for 
this “meet me behind the bleach¬ 
ers after 4th period” being deliv¬ 
ered not by her enemies, but by 
her friends. 

The Butchies never take them¬ 
selves too seriously, though, and 
that’s a good thing. Having relo¬ 
cated to Durham, North Carolina, 
one of the more welcoming oases 
popping up around the South that 
are surprisingly inviting to queers 
of all stripes, they are three best 
friends who are still striving to

quit their day jobs and maybe, just 
maybe, become “rock stars” for a 
while. This tongue-and-cheeky 
desire pulsing through almost all 
of the nine tracks on 3 is a re¬ 
freshing change from the tired 
and jaded tunes many of those 


who’ve already gotten there are 
currently singing. T

Don Bachard/s 
'Stars in My Eyes'

E ver wonder what portrait 
artists are thinking while 
they work? If Don 
Bachardy’s notes are typical, their 
thoughts are dispassionately cruel, 
at least if the subject is famous, no 
longer young, and once celebrat¬ 
ed for his/her good looks. 
Bachardy, the longtime partner of 
Christopher Isherwood, is a skill¬ 
ful draughtsman, and his memoir 
Stars in My Eyes (Wisconsin Uni¬ 
versity Press, 

$34.95) re¬ 
veals at least 
as much 
about him as 
about his fa¬ 
mous sitters. 

The book 
consists of 
portrait 
sketches 
and notes 
recounting 
the sittings, 
mostly 
during the 
1970s, 
with Bette 
Davis, 

Joan 

Fontaine, 

Henry 

Fonda, Olivia de Havil- 
land, Laurence Olivier, Barbara 
Stanwyck, Jerry Brown, Allen 
Ginsberg, James Merrill, Ginger 
Rogers, Vincente Minnelli, Louise 
Brooks, Alice Faye, Joan Blondell, 
Peter Pears, Paulette Goddard, and 
others. In some cases, he sketched 
more than one portrait, and usu¬ 
ally asked his subject to sign and 
date it. With the exception of 
Fontaine, whom he says was not 
pleased (“In fact, I loathe it”) they 
usually complied with his request. 
(Fontaine’s reaction is under¬ 
standable — the sketch does not 
resemble her at all. In fact, it looks 
more like Jean Simmons, who 
played her younger sister in 1957’s 
Until They Sail and about whose 
appearance Bachardy also has un¬ 
pleasant things to say.) 

Some of the essays deftly de¬ 
scribe the tension between subject 
and artist, and Bachardy admits 
when he flattered or lied to get 
them to sit still or relax. Sitting for 
hours without moving is difficult, 
although most of his subjects were 
sufficiently professional to man¬ 
age it. Perhaps because he sees 
with an artist’s vision, his obser¬ 
vations seem mean. He says of 
Stanwyck, “Eye bags have certain¬ 
ly been removed, and I suspect her 
cheeks have been filled with sili¬ 
cone. Her age is betrayed only by 
her shiny, mottled skin, her 
scrawny bird’s neck, and her anx¬ 
iously sinking mouth.” He is con¬ 
cerned about her reputed dislike 
of gay men, reportedly the reason 
for her estrangement from her 
adopted son, but she treats him 
well. 

Several drawings capture Davis 
in all her aged glory. Never a Hol¬ 
lywood beauty, at 65, she accepted 
her looks without much com¬ 
plaint, although she drank steadi¬ 
ly through most of their sessions. 
Blondell’s good nature is obvious 
in her more mature, more round¬ 
ed face. 

Ego trips 

He admits to being excited by 
stars whom he liked in his youth, 


such as Faye and Goddard. The 
former’s coarse features are well 
rendered in his sketches, although 
her face has air-brushed quality 
about it. To his surprise and 
amusement, Faye thinks he cap¬ 
tured her resemblance to Lauren 
Bacall — a resemblance no one 
else had ever noticed. Goddard, 
too, looks as though her face has 
been carefully retouched, and is 
unrecognizable. His essay on 
sketching Rogers — whom the 
young woman selling me the book 
thought was Loretta Swit of tele¬ 
vision’s M*A*S*H *— is often hi¬ 
larious, 
although 
it is hard 
to say if 
her take 
on reality 
is less ac¬ 
curate 
than his. 
But his 
essay cap¬ 
tures her 
egocentrici- 
ty quite be¬ 
lievably. 

The bit¬ 
ter reality of 
silent screen 
star Brooks’ 
old age is not 
reflected in 
his sketches, 
but is present in Bachardy’s notes, 
which unnecessarily describe her 
body functions and flatulence. 
The lack of vanity in Fonda and 
Olivier is not surprising. He cap¬ 
tures a warm, sensuous side of de 
Havilland (who, like sister 
Fontaine, was disturbed by his 
drawing), but writes that she has 
been playing Eve Harrington to 
lifetime friend Davis’ Margo 
Channing. He questions de Havil- 
land’s claim that Davis had in¬ 
spired her to be an actress, be¬ 
cause there is only an eight-year 
difference in their ages. But de 
Havilland was a highly impres¬ 
sionable 16 when she first saw 
Davis, in 1932’s The Man Who 
Played God. The most startling 
sketch is one of Minnelli, which 
he did not like, but which evokes 
his longing for the chance to work 
again. The drawings of Brown are 
also spot on: capturing his ego 
and self-satisfaction perfectly. 

Bachardy, half of a famous gay 
couple, is unsparing in his assess¬ 
ment of other well-known homo¬ 
sexuals. He questions Pears’s ex¬ 
ceptional courtesy (although be¬ 
rating himself for being so cyni¬ 
cal), then summarizes the tenor’s 
appearance. “Pears’s tall, pink 
whiteness is very striking. With his 
long, beaky face, he’s like a hefty 
egret. His cold, blue, passionless 
bird-eyes are the darkest spots in 
their surrounding expanse of 
pink. His big, clumsy hands are 
fleshy, like hunks of swollen pink 
dough.” He also criticizes Pears’s 
reverential attitude about his 
longtime lover, composer Ben¬ 
jamin Britten. Ginsberg fares far 
worse, although the session with 
another poet, Merrill, went well, 
and they liked each other. 

Bachardy includes a drawing of 
himself in the dust jacket. It is un¬ 
flattering and creates an impres¬ 
sion of anger, which could easily 
disturb a subject about to be dis¬ 
sected so unsparingly. Perhaps the 
problems he had with some of his 
sitters had more to do with him 
than with them. ▼
